the pooreſt fortune: for rake away goodneſſe from 
— to whom ſhall the poore flee for refuge? 


therefore made bolde to ſhrowd it vnder the 
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Patronage of your Honour, which I-wiſh may ſtill 
tranſcend, vntill with your high woorthit hold cor- 
reſpondencie. And that thoſe holy Nuptiall bands, 
whereby you are now honourably lincked into the 
Noble Houſe of Nprfolke, euen by the Soueraigne 
appointment of the moſt high God, beyond theſub- 
ordinate power of Deſtiny, may till death ptoue in- 
diſſoluble, more hard to be vntwined, then that Ger- 
dious knotte , wherein lay infoulded the fate of Aſia, 
That you may live long moſt happy, as you are now 
moſt worthy, both in your high Stile, State, Place, 
Fortune, and a Kings fauour.

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CHAP. 1. 

Demetris: the laſt of that name, after the death of his father 
Baſfiline , ſucceeds] him in the Empire, he diſtruſteth 
his owne people, and many of his Nobility, and ſtriues 
to ſtrengthen his eſtate by mariage with a yong Lady 
neere in bloud to Sigy/wond king of Poland. 


IF all the accidents that J haue read o: 
bears of in the oppꝛeſſion of any State 
4E. Kingnome whatſoener , either fo; 
ſy the pꝛeſent 02 pꝛetedent ages, there hath 

none in my opinion biene found ſo ſud⸗ 
den, range and variable, with occur- 

— rants ſo doudtfull, and events ſo fatall, 
both to Pzince and People, to the inuader and the inua⸗ 
ded, with ſach denafation of Country, depopulation of 
Townes, combuſtion of Cities, ſuch deflowzings, raui- 
Hemnts, murthers, and hozrible treaſons, ſire, ſwoꝛd, and 
famine, the tragicke executioners of theſe miſeries , plots 
and ſtratagems deuiſed in hell by diuels, and ated by men 
on earth: as hath happened of late pres, and is not pet 
condladed betwene Sigiſmond nowe King of Poland, 
Charles King of Swethland, and Demetrius the laſt᷑ of that 
Auge called the great Dake of Muſcouia, 8 Emperour of 
Ruſſia. . 

And this vnhappie countroy, which befoze floariſhed in 
great wealth, ſtate, pleaſure and peaceable commerce with 
ficangers, no warre at hand, noz none towards, but ſach 
as nomanioked foz, was on the — TERA 
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mind could thinkein ſuch a tale of a kingdomes alteration; 
made the woefull ®ceane and publicke ſtage whereon ſa, 
many bloudy parts haue bene acted on all hands, as haus 
bꝛougbt wꝛetchedneſſe to the people lining, and pꝛeparxen 
miſery fo2 the child vnubozne* which warre well conſidered, 
God neuer gaue vnto the wozlp a moze memozable exam⸗ 
ple, either in what vnſarety ſtands the fate of any King- 
dome oz Nation that is not pzopt and ſuppozted by the 
high hand of Yeauen, o2 what miſeries and calamities ſac- 
ted in the pꝛogreſſe of ſach bloudy and dangerous intends 
ments, to a people ſo ſecure. And finally, what end followes 
fach treaſonable and deſpiteous crueltie , as the lamenta- 
ble ſequell of this hiſfo2y ſhall declare. 

Pou ſhall therefoze vnderſtand that Demetrius, the laſG 
of that name, Emperour of Ruſhia, after the death of his 
father Baſilius, called faz his ſisarnt and auſfere gouerne- 
ment, as well by ſtrangers, as his owne naturall ſubiects, 
the great Tyꝛant ofRuſhia ſuctieded him, both in the Env 
pirs and hatred ofhisſubiects: Fo2no that 
Demetrius was a molt excellent Paince, framdeueniu the 
pꝛodigality ot᷑ Nature , endued with many commendable 
parts, and hersvicke vertues,in the flower ofalthis youth 
and beauty, which commonly the people do much effeme 
full of rich hope and expectation, Pet ſuch was the hatred 
they bare vato 2 that not dying with his death, it 
liued ſtill in his iſtue, and pzoued in ſhozt time the confuſi- 
on of this Pzince, who (letting aſide his haughty diſpoſt- 
tion) which ſeemed to be inherent in him by Nature, he was 
otherwiſe a molt abſolute Pzince , noble in mind, and of a 
kingly pꝛeſence. | 

Be hauing thus by his fathers death obtained, but not 
eſtabliſhed himſelfe in the Empire, deuiſed the beſt meanes 
he could foz the aſſurance ofhis eſtate, which by reaſon of 
his ſubiects minds ( being Alians tohim) and many alſo of 
the Nobility (which fo2 his fathers ſake alſo bare him no 


affection ) ſtad very fickle : Amongſt which, there was at 
that time aue Kneſcyanſuſce a noble man, and of great 


power, 
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polwer , that in the Raigne of the great Tyrant, being 
great Pailker of the Yozſe, did alſo at this time bearema- 
ny great Offices in the Empire, which the pꝛeſent King 
Demetrius. moze foz feare thenlone, ſuffered him to enjoy. 
And that rate in a Pzince muſt neves bee vnaCured, 
where the ſubieas power hall bꝛerd the Pzinces feare. 

This Vanſuſce in the fozmer Emperours raigne, did 
flily by his bounty and popularity wind himſelle into the 
loue and opinion of the people: and becauſe that ſome fewe 
turbulent bzoples and dangerous innouaſlons were by his 
power and policy pacified, he was held in great eſtimation 
of the Pzince, and great veneration of the Nobility , a- 
mong which neaertheleſſe there were ſome that loking dp⸗ 
pon his ſtate, with an enuious eve, did alſs with conſide⸗ 
rate eyes loke into higactions, that ſpꝛinging from ambi- 
lion moze then from countries care oʒ honozable ends ,thep 
found his greatneſſe to be dangerous, and thoſe acts which 
caried the name and colour of ths Emperours god, ſerued 
under hand to make way foz his ambition, as hauing only 
a reference to himſelfe and his owne deſignes, which De- 
metrius well perceining, didnenerthelee viſemble, and 
coulourably made him faire countenance, as loth (in this 
griene wozld) to ſirre the fire that lay hid in this embers. 

This Vanſuſce was very noble in bloud, deriued from 
a long continued aunceſtry , honozed in many ages with 
many alliances of the Empire, alwayes held in great lone 
and eſtimation of the people, he was in his owne perſon of 
a Pzincely pzeſence, full of affability : Court complement: 
yet neuerthelefſe ambitions, cruell, a great diſſembler,not 
letting to kiſſe whom he meant to kill, ſparing no mans 
death, whoſe life withſtod his purpoſe. Ys was heard 
once ſay to a ſecret friend ofhis, that that man was to be 
held vnwoꝛthy the ſtocke of all Nodlenede, that pcelded his 
honour te vaſſalage, whoſe foztunes might attaine to Bo- 
ueralgnty, whereby diſcouering his owne affections, he 
tranſparant , thinking that if his wozds 
in queſtion, his 2 was able to — 
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them. This Vanſuſces greatneſſe gane pꝛintipall matter 
foz the Emperours diſtruſt, knowing well that his ambi⸗ 
tion once iopned with the peoples hate againſf him, whoſe 
natures are ener wout ts follow Nobility, there might be 
ratſed a dangerous faction: fo2the pzevention oꝛ mating 
whereof, his friends touncelled him ts ſtrengthen his vn⸗ 
aCured eſtate, by mariage in the alliance of ſome fozreings 
Pzince : foz the furtherance whereof, there was a young 
Lady at that time of Pzincely birth and admirable beauty, 
as pet vncontracted in the Court ofPoland. Thithet with 
great pzeparations were Cmbaſſadozs with great expedi⸗ 
tion ſent, the pꝛincipall of whom was a young Nobleman, 
and kinſman to the Emperour, oalled Tragus, that bare 
chiefe place and honoz, who being honozably entertained 
in Poland, found their diſſignes happely ſuccede to their 
deſires : fo2in ſhozt time this young Lady was withall ſo⸗ 
lemnity affianced to this yong Pz3ince , a great iopnture 
granted, a rich dowzy conſtituted, and the Cmbaſſadour 
richly rewarded, withallſped richly returned inte Ruſhia,”) 
The Emperout emb2aceth the newes, and his kinſman 
fo2 them kiſteth theLadiespicure, tinũrmes the Articles, 
exhauſteth his treaſure, holds himſelfe paze in the riches 
ol his hope, makes great pzeparations foz his iourney into 
Poland, ſtill languiſhing in his defire to ſe the ſubſtance of 
that beauty, whoſe ſhaddowe onely hav ſo incenced his 
fancy, that that ſamed to be true in him which was 
waitten by Plutarch, vpon the languifhments of Marcus 
Anthonius,fo Cleopatra Qutene of Egypt, that the ſoule 
-— —_— lives not in bis owne, but in anothers 
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CH AP. 2. 

The Emperour Demetrius deſcends in perſon into Poland, 
with an honorable traine, and is there with all ſolemaity 
eſpouſed to the Poliſh Princeſſe, returnethinto Raſtia, 
bringing with him ſixe thouſand Polar for his guard. 


lr things being in ſumptuous manner 
CA pepared, the Emperour Demerrius ſetteth 
| fozward towards Poland, committing the 
7 gonerniment ofhis Empire in his abſence 
to certaine of his Noblemen , whom he c- 

| ſpecially truſted, conftiiuting his Kinſman 
Tragus fe2 his Micegerent. The people flocke from all 
parts to ſie him, but neither with out ward acclamatigns, 
no2 inward deſires of top, which neuertholeſſe he little re⸗ 
ſpected, ſuppoſing that this new alliance with Poland had 
fo ſtreugthned his eſtate, as he ſhould not need fo fcere as 
ny inteſtins innonafion , and from fozreine innaftons he 
was ſecured ; howbeit there were ſome that iudging or fu. 
ture contingents by the pzeſent times condition, fozefaw 
that this mariage. and diſpeſings ot it. might hereafter 
pꝛoue his confuſion, as indeed it did: Yowbeit we will not 
now mingle his pzeſent pleaſures with vnſeaſonable 
feares of future fronbles , but bꝛing him in atthonozable 
and delightfull manner out of his owne territozies into 
the Kingdome of Poland , where in all places he found 
his entertainment ta anſwer his eſtate , and fo exceed his 
expectation. 

After many honozable ayes aridmetings, with many 
Pzinces and Nobles of Poland, he tame at laſt to Court, 
the Aing lying then at Cracc ow, the chiefe City in Craco- 
nia, and the p2incipall Seate of the Kingdome, here he 
found all the honozs that his heaxt could defire, and ſawe 
the rareſt beauties that his eyes could behold :but that 
which molTplealed him, was the ſight ol her, whoſe beau⸗ 
ty at firſt ſight did ſo rauiſh him with aKoniſhment , that 
bis eyes and ather parts = outward 2 — 
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were dziuen to execute his tongues office , in diſcouering 
his inward thoughts: foz he wanted wozds to expzefle his 
Jope. 

Yere feaſting the time, and his owne deſires with bans 
quets , imbzacements, dances, and other ainozous des 
lights, at laft,the long wiſht fez day appeared, wherein the 
ſolemnity and autho2ity of the Church, ſhould conſumate 
their hopefull longings with thoſe happy imbzafings, and 
that true touch of iop that languiſhing Louers feels in the 
beigth of pleaſure, which then is at the full, when with 
ſimpathy of affecion that ſwete is mutually taſted he- 
tweene them with recipzocall deſirs , as it was betwixt 
theſe two Louers, in whom no compulſary conſent did en⸗ 
fozce mariage: neither was there any incompacible blouy 
betwene them to ouer-ſway 93 dull affection : foz they 
were both of equall yeres, and both of them the moſt per- 
fect and abſolute frames of nature, that lined at that time 
inthat part ofthe woꝛld. But at laſt, all things being fini- 
ſhed with the time fo; this Pzincely mariage , they begin 
fo pzepare fo2 their departure, a new defire therein ſtirring 
them both, him to reuie w his natine Kingdoms , and her 
to behold that land whereof ſhe was now ſtiledEmpzeſſe, 

Che King and Qutene of Poland, a great part of the 
Nobility, and the richeſt beauties ofthe Court accompany 
them to the Frontiers of Ruſhia, the high-wayes,townes 
and villages being ſtre wed with flowers, and ſweet ſmol- 
ling herbes, as if the ground had ſeemed to baſe to carry 
theſe Pzincely perſonages , the people flocking from all 
parts to ſ the blazing Comets of theſe two kingdomes, 
whoſe beauties attracted all mens eyes with wonder to 
behold them. 

At laſt, the day of parting came, wherein theſe two 
yongLouers having taken their leaues , with ſeuerall to- 
kens of toy and ſo2row, held on their way by their appoin- 
ted Journals, firſf ta Smalenſco, the chiefe City in the 
Duke dome ot Scucare , where the Emperours Air ſman 
Tragus in honozable manner met them, _— 
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while fo relk and ſolace themſelues, within teto dayes 
they departed, holding on their courſe , from thence to 
the great City of Moſco, where by the directions of the 
Pzince Tragus they were with all State and Bagnift- 
cence enfertained. !' - + pas: af Fog 
Pere they lived a while in all delights and pleaſare. 
Who would haue thought that this Sunne thus ſhining 
bat in his mozuing beauty, could ſo ſuddenly haue ſound 
an Eclipſe in this Yo21zon , euen in the high-way of his 
— — the intertuinty of terreng plea-

this light that bzonght fo grent a fuer to ſo great 
Hatton, was by the ſame people, whom it beheld with 
ſo faire an aſpect, fuddehly extinct by the malignancie of 
Fate andoppoſite Enay, as you ſhall further heare. '/The 
Empervur Demetrius bzonght with him ont of Poland fix 
fhoufand Douldiers well appointed, to whom he gaue the 
guatd ot his perſon, diſtruſtiug the fidelity of his owne ſub- 
iects, which the rather did incenſe the Muſcorite againit᷑ 
him, and in ſhozt time pzoned the canſe of his vtter ouer-

The Emperours guard of Poles abuſe his fauour, commit- 
ting many outrages in the Citty, and in ſnort time fall 
into great hatred with the Auſconite, Kneſeuanſuſee lay- 
ing hold ofthis oceaſion, ioynes with the Muſcomite, 
and growes diſcontent, 


2 Ow while the ©mperour with his Lady 
2 Fel delighted in nothing but what might 
. 2 uleaſe his fancy, ſpending whole dapes 
s nights in Banqueting and Rettels, | 
2 ; thinking all ſafe and ſecure, the Poles 


5 ; being a people pꝛoud in their owne na⸗ 
— ture, and that pzide nowe doubled in 
them by the Pzinces fanour , commit tvithout controle- 
ment many outrages in the Moſco , and other places ads 
topning, 
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iorning, ſo that by degrees (in ſhort time they came to bs 
extreamely hated of the Muſcovite, which Vanſuſce pertei⸗ 
uing would oftentimes complaine ſo farre as he durſt to di⸗ 
nerſe of his friends the Muſcouites, both of the Jndulgencs 
of the Pzince, and inſolency both of the Pole, allsaging 
pꝛobahilitꝑ of a Dyzanny in the ſonns, moze vuſufferable 
then that at his lathers. . 

Who fozeſces not ſaith Vanſuſce , that perceiues any 
thing, how this nem Alliance with Poland is like to pʒꝛous 
fatallto.Ruſhia, who ſes nat that thels rade beginnings, 
are certaine ſignes fozegoing much greater miſchisfes , if 
they be not in time pzonented, we are ſcarſs now ſecured of 
out wines,childzen and gods, but that many times they 
paſſe the hazard of their barbacous cruelty , iffix thouſand 
Poles keepes vs thus in awe, committing ſuch outrages 
(whereof there are daily complaints) without controule⸗ 
ment, what will their greater numbers doe, whereof thers 
is a continuall expectance: the Pzince ſlæpes and dallies in 
the delights of his new loue fozgetting his old friends, his 
owne people are diſeſtemed, the Pole hath all eſtin 
no Ruſhian ſues at Court but (it ge will thine) muff haus 
a Pole to his Aduoacte, nothing that is by the Pole begs 
ged, but is by the Pzince granted, without reſpect ofcom- 
mon p2ofit, the pziacipall ©ſfices begin already to be tranſ⸗ 
poſed both in Court and Citty, what ſhall we loke foz buf 
a declination ſtill from bad to wozſe vntlll we haus loſt all, 
and the Pole hath got all. 


Tbeſe woꝛds together with their outrages had ſo incen⸗ 
ſed the Muſcouite that there wanted but occaſion to raiſe an 
innouation which valuckely was ſoone alter pꝛoſlered, foz 
a Poliſh Gentleman caſting by chance his epe vpon a 
Parchants daughter of Moſco, a virgine of excellent bew- 
tp, was ſo intangled in her loue, that haning tried all waies 
koꝛ the obtayning his deſirs by intreaties, and gifts, and 
finding Cil his ſuite to returne in vaine, was neuertheleſle 
fo ardent in his outragious luſt, that haying n

deniſe info a place ofconneniency, where in the pnrſaite of 
his deſtre all faire wates being denied him, he in a moſt 
barbarouſs manner rauiſht her. This deflowred damſell 
with great ſoꝛrow and heauineſſe complained to her frinds 
of this vile abuſe. 

When the cauſes of our griefes excede all bonnds , it 
wozkes in our minds dinerſitp ofeffectes, not immoderat⸗ 
ly thoſe that follow out o2dinary afflictiong , oꝛ the caſtg» 
mary crolſes of foztune, which daaw our ſighes,tcares, and 
other common tokens of calamity; but in the exceſſe of grief 
when the obtect thereof pꝛeſents a veim beyond al paticnce 
o2 ſuſferance, it ſo vilkracs the minde and aſtoniſheth the 
ſenſes that reaſon gining way to ſazrow we fall inte a 
bounvleſſe Ocean of the ertreamett paſſtons, ſuch was the 
{anoſued heart with griefe in that ſpectacle of all miſery 
Hecuba QAuiene of Troy, who ſeœing herſelfe betraid Ilium 
ſet on ſtre, herLozd Priame flaine; her childꝛen murdered, 
and that ſtowre of al beauty Polixena (in the lout of whom 
that mirro2 of all knighted Achilles ſiqht) l aine in her owne 
armen. by vnrelenting Pirrhus, inthe view oftheſe miſera · 
ble obiects ſhe was ſo far from finding eaſe in the vtterance 
ofſo;row , thatthe loſtherſelfe in the Paze and Labzinth 
of madneſle, the like was that of Niobe vpon the ſlaughter 
of her ſeuen ſonnes by the Goddefſe Latona, whoin the 
fight thereof was lo aſtoniſhed with ſozrow, that the Poet 
fained her turned into a ſtone, not much vnlike was the 
ſtats ofthe friends af this deſtowred damſell, who hauing 
ſeene their daughters teares,and knowen the canſe of hir 
grieuance fell pzeſsntly from the paſſion of ſozrow to the 
paſſion of rage, and in a farions manner with reſolued pur⸗ 
poſes but vnguided ſteps ran to Court, complaines of this 
abuſe with frantike and vaſemly gefare, ſet fo2th the guilt 
of this abhominable fac in the pꝛeſente of the Emperour, 
and after a violent manner, rather commanding then cra- 
ning iuſtice, what haue we committed (ſaith thefather to 
this wzonged damſell) that we =_ natural people hauing 

beerns 
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beene ſo long bzought vp vnder your Lawes, Keligion, and 
Gouerament, ſhould be ſo farre diſtruſted of our loyalties, 
and ſo much diſtaſted in our affections that you ſhould re- 
poſe your ſelte in a ſtrange guard, and expoſe vs to their 
trueity. what outrages haue they committed ſince the coms 
ming ot your Qutene int Moſco, ſparing neither age, ſex, 
no; quality, how many complaints haue bene made of 
their abuſes, but noredzefſs;and I the ſad father to this de⸗ 
flowred virgin perceine by your lokes that J ſpeaks in 
vaine, the way to oppꝛeſſlon is plaine and open, the path to 
Juſtice is vnfrodden, the King is a ffranger to his ſubiects 
and a King fo ſkrangers, the Muſcouice held: himſelfe 
wzetched vader the gouernment of pour father, but wee 
much mo2e vader your tyzannie, theſs laſt wozds did ſo in- 
cenſe the Pzince, that with his fote he ſpurned the father of 
this damſell from him, aud being by rage wholy tranſpoz- 
ted from reaſon without any reſpec, either to the complat- 
nants cauſe,oz the Muſcouites diſeontent, committed him 
as a mutiner together withhis wife and this wzonged dams 
ſell to pziſon , who cauſing them there to be laden 

with Jrons , did there by ſo ouerlade himſelf 
with the hatred of his people, that in ſhozt 

time it pzoued a burden to heany oz 

him to beate, auer · pꝛeſſing him ſo 
much that it depzined him ot 

his Empire, e in the end 
of his life , as the ſe⸗ 
- quell Mall de⸗ 

clare.

— e newes being ſpread ab2oad the great 
( Citty, of the vſage of his Parchant, his 
wꝛongs and vnialk impzifonment , tos 

gether with his wife and daughter, the 
Muſceuite in moze open manner bg- 
w2ay their diſcontents on to another, 
and all againft the Pole, ſo farre fozth 


the offender impoſed, not executed, a ſatisfaction — : 
not perfo2med , ſo tha? this firs was foz a time ſmothered, 
not extinguifhed, which ſhoztly after bzaks foꝛth in ſuch di⸗ 
olent manner, that the flame thereof had well neere conſu⸗ 
med the whole ©mpire. 

Che Pzince being mach perplex ed in minde with theſs 
garboiles and continuall dangers of innonation, demands 
councel of his friends what were beff to dos, rather fo2 pze- 
vention of miſchiet then pacificationof the people, the beſt 
counſell was r apply himſelte to a gentle 
| 2 and 
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and debonaire behauiour towards his ſubiects , that obedi⸗ 
ence was better from loue then fears, to ſend backs the 
Pole, into his Country, to betake the gard of his perſon fg 
bis owne people andto apply his government to the natute 
of the Muſcouite. But the woꝛſt, is followed which is ta 
foꝛe - ſtall to make his Guard ſtronger with the aide of the 
Poles to fe2tifie his Pallate and other places of command 
in the Moſco, to rule by fozcenot laue, and vtterl to diſs 
grace and diſtruſt the Muſcouite, to this end, and fo; theſe 
purpoſes were there meſſengers ſecretly ſent into Poland 
fo2 ten thouſand ſouldiers moꝛe to be entettained vnder his 
pay foz the ſaueguard ofhis perſon. 

EWhen diſtruſt once growes in a Pzinces minde and has 
tred onte ſetled in the ſabiects hearts,they are hardly remo# 
ned, as was well found in this P2ince and people, howbeit 
it at that time he had followed the beſt counſell to haue caſ⸗ 
flered the Pole and entertapned the Muſcouite foz his 
Gaard , vadoubtedly her might long haue rained a 
Pzince ouer a happy people, and pꝛeuented infinite miſ⸗ 
chiefes that followed euen to þ vtter deffruction ot himſelfe 
and great deſolation in the © mpire: And thus in the begin- 
ning ends the laſt aa of his comike Sceane, and no be⸗ 
gins the firſt ac of his tragedy, and as the firſt was ſhozt 
and fall of pleaſure ſo this laſt was long and moze full of 
miſery, fo; his old avuerſary Kneſcunnſuſce vnderſtanding 
ol the cloſe diſpatch of the Emperours meſſengers into Po- 
land faz this new ſupply fozeſeeing that the inte would 
then be to ſfrong fo him, except hee ſhould openly raiſc his 
powers, and ſo put it to the hazard of a battell, the end 
whereof he wilk was doabtfgll , as well fog the number of 
the Poles that were knowen to be much better ſonldiers 
then the Muſcouite, as alſo fo2 ſome few Noble men in 
Couꝛt t both of land and power, whom he knew were kat 
bats the Printe, and might ſwne raiſe there fozces : held 
it his bet foz the parſaing of. his deſſignes to take the ad⸗ 
uantagoofy occatian pꝛeſent, Eby a ſudden ſarpzile with

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the helpe of his fciendes to make a new Naughter in the 
Pallace and places adioyning not only of the Poles but al. 
ſa of the Pꝛinte himſelfe his chiefe friendes and followers» \ 
To this end and bloudy purpoſe he ſendeth ſecretly to his 
friends & ſuch as he ſpecially truſted in the Citty to be in a : 
readinefſe armed at an houre appointed, and as the Poet \ 
ſaith, Tenehbru audaciacreſcit : the night was held fittelk ſo2 % 
this dev of darkneſſe, the Pallace it ſelf was made p pub- 
like Theatre whereon was acted this hozrible maſſacre, 
the nightbeing come they flocke on all ſives to the houſe of 
Vanſuſce, all waies being foze-laide to pʒeuent intelligence 
of this bloudy pꝛoiect, his friends and followers being thus 
aſſembled together to ſ number of ten, oz twelue thouſand, 
all armed foz the purpoſe ; Vanſuſce pzepares foz this blou- 
dy aſſanlf, telling them with woꝛds of much incouragement 
that now p long lokt foz time was come, that ſhould make 
the Muſcouite famous to all poſterity in the deliacry of 
thamſelaes from the cruell tyzany of the Poles, the erpert- 
ment of whoſe pꝛoud natures andbloudy diſpoſitions they 
were to wel acquamted with in their owne particulars,any 
that now the houre was come, wherein they might reuenge 
at full the vilde abuſes and intollerable w2zongs ofthis vn⸗ 
fafferable ſtranger , and fr& the Citty and the land of ſo 
dangerous a Uiper, theſo wozds of Vanſuſce, together with 
p credit and opinion that was held ol him that ſpake them, 
did ſo ſtirte vp the ſpirit of the Muſcounc tothe entetpꝛiſr 
of this attempt, that moſt of them with an vaiuerſail can⸗ 
ſent ot reuenge, the reſt carried with hate and deſire of 
ſpoile ran in diſoꝛdered troupes from the houſe of Vantuſce 
to the Pallace of the Empetour which was two mites 2 
ſander, now was thete one Glaſcoa Sectetat, and inſpe- 
ttalttruſt with þ Emperoꝝ howbsit a moſt vile traitoz, fe; 
being pꝛiup to all Vanſuſces pzoiects he mas Þonlp meanes. 
foz their entry into the Palace, this Glaſco ſhall carrythe 
2 of-mfamy-,- and ſoꝝ ener leaue it to his uame and 
meier, Who had he bene 2 Lom and Pa- 
2b. 3 
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fer might haue diſcouersd this hozrible treaſon, pꝛeuented 
the infinite miſchiefes that followed, pzeſerned the life of 
his Pzince, and purchaſt to himſelfeimmoztal glozy. 

The entry was made with little reſiſtance into the baſe 
Courts, where haning once ſet fwk, they exp out, libertp, li⸗ 
berfy, liberty ; kill, kill, kill ; the Poles ſome naked, ſome 
weakly armed, acco2ding to the ſhoztneſle of the time,paſſe 
with (mal defence the cruelty of the enemies ſwo2ds,F+ it (el 
out as Vanſuſce had expected, foʒ others that knew not the 
matterhearing the Larum-bell rung in the Pallace, came 
from all parts, and vnderſtanding that Vanſuſce was there 
in perſon , without inquiring farther fell pꝛeſentlp fo exe⸗ 
cution, killing all they found, as well Muſcouice ag Pole, 
that bare office in the Court; now was there nothing heard 
in the Pallace bat a hoz2rible and confaſed noiſe of armour, 
Yozſes, and harqubaſes ; a pittifallcrte of all ſazts of peo⸗ 
ple,ofall ages and conditions going vnts death, and the pi⸗ 
fileſſe ſhoutes of murtherers , the Pallace died ouer with 
bloud, ts the which ( though hauing made chaice of darknes) 
they neuertheleſls ſet fire to giue them light ſoꝛ the executi⸗ 
on of this mafCacrs , two haures murder and rapine make 
this one night famons in the infamy of the executioners,to 
whom alſo afterwards it pzoued ſo fatall, as all of them 
were enfozced to confefſe that mans bloud ſpilt violently, 
when as the manner therof,cannot lawfully challenge, the 
quallificationof iuſtice is odious in his ſight; who hauing 
treated man accozding to his owne image, ſels his bloud 
derrelp to theanthozs of ſucheffufton , nenertheleſſe this 
was but the exordium, ozentrance, 02 firſt, 0; leatt part of 
this Tragicke ®ceane , foz when their way was made 
info theinward Courts by fire and ſwoꝛd, theꝝ ſpared nons 
of any degtiæ oꝛ calling, euery obiec they ſaw in the Court 
was a ſabiect to their fury. eee ys 

The Emperourand his Lady being in the heart of the 
Pallace unbzaciag one another, in great dolourand heaui- 
neſſe determine yet nobly to die together, while$atrafFe 
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ſeruant of the Emperozs found away and meanes foz their 
efcape, the Pzince in the habit ofa ſlaue, the Lady in mans 
apparrel,: thus in great ſozrow and feare theſe two younge 
louers in this diſguiſe toke handin hand , and with their 
faithfull guide by his direction pal thzough by-waies out 
of the Pallace, then burning about their eares: he deſerne- 
ing foz his care and duty fo his Pzince, no leſſe fame and 
memozy then that patterne of all piety ne did carrying 
vpon his thonlders his old father «4»c/:/cs , euen thzough 
the flames of Troy. 


CHAP. V. 


Demetrius with his Empreſſe flies to the Dukedome of Col. 
' looge,and findes entertainment, Fanuſce bruits him dead, 

and cauſeth one like him to be carried thorow the Cicty 

murdered, the Nſuſebuite beleeues it. : 


Mus theſe two yongP3inces ſpꝛung from 
the lines of Kings, in the chicfe pꝛide of 
l their flowing youth, und beauty, in the 
A beight of all their ſtate and dignity, in the 
middeſt of al their pleaſures and delights, 
from the happy ſociety of their friendes 
and great Allies, are now by the vilde 
freachery of Vanſuſce, their ſwo2ne ſabiec , and foꝛſwoꝛne 
vaſſaile , bzought from their Imperiall greatneſte to ſd 
wzetched and miſerable a ſtate, as not the meanoſt in the 
Empire would now willingly change foztunes and condi · 
tious with them. | ” 

But to roturne to their tragickeozy : They hauing by 
the aide of their truſty guid paſt the ſfoares and dangers of 
the Pallace, take the River of Volga, ina little boats, the 
Pꝛinte himlelfe helping his truſty ſetuant to row vowne 
the ffreame, © what apitcous fight it was to behold a 
'Pzince that bat the day 222 FO 
ante ak 4 . 4 | 
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all and ſpacious a kingdome ſerued in all fate and maieſty, 
attsnded on with Nobles, and infinite numbers ofmen, fs 
beuow tugging at a ſimple are, and labouring foz his lifs 
to pꝛeſetue her, whom aboue his life , and alt the wozld her 
p2eferred, and of all that he inioyed but the houres befoze, 
to haue only this remnant left that he might call his owne, 
his deſolate Nuene, his faithfull ſeruant ,, and two filly 
Dares, anda little Boate. 

But holding on our courſe, we maſt publich to the woꝛlo 
thoſe dolozous occurrents, and heauy calamities that fols 
lowed , tofill vp this ſad Steane of ſozrow with matter 
moze tragicall then that of Seneca, in the wzetchedneTe of 
L ocaſta, o2 that of Homer in the miſeries of Hecuba : thus 
this poze rich remaine of Ruſhia, theſe two pzetious jewels 
pluckt tudly from their golde » theſe two great pers 
lonages, in this little Boate themlelues in this hea- 
ay burden of care by the naturall participation of ſozrow, 
and comfozting themſelues in the fight each of other, hold 
on their coarſe towards the Dukedome of Colloga , ſome 
foureſcoze verſe, as the Ruſhe cals it, from the great Citty 
of Moſco, whichis about thꝛteſtoʒe miles Engith , a place 
lo the naturall ſcituation ſo defenſible, by reaſon of Ri 
uers, Rockes, and Caſtles, that with an Armp it is well 
noare vnacteſſible, Demettius hauing here ſafely ſet his 
fte, the whole Dukedome did generally entertaine him, 
— — — the — many of his — — — 

ad dangers ol the Pallace, and the tiranny of / an- 
ſuſce fled bato him, in iuhoſeũight her comfozted himtelſe 
with this, that ho was not vtterly ſoꝛſaken, thanking al. 
mighty God vpon his knees, that his ſtate thozough this 
freaſon was not roduced to ſo low an ebbe but that he 
might vet liue, to out-line this miſery, and ſith hir was in 
thisHho2t time raiſedfrom the attendance of one ſeruant 
and a little Boate, to the poſſeſſion of many ſeruants and a 
whole Pukedome, he might alſo afterward, by the renolu- 
2 faztune, recquex and repoſſeſſe his whole 
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Empire, checking his pꝛeſent feares with the hope of fu · 
tuce contingents, ſtxiuing thus to make a body of alimbe, 
and to beguile the acuall condition of his foztunes with 
imaginary conceits of better: But we will now leaus this 
crofſe farrd Pzince in the ſozry comfozt of his wan hopes, 
building new Caſtles in the aire, while his fatall enemy 
Vanſuſce poſleſleth his old Caſtles in the Empire, andlet- 
ting him reft a while, after the vnreft of that diſmall night, 
we will now returne where we left Vanſuſce burning, oz 
ſpoyling that great Caſtle and Palace of Moſco, the ropall 
Deate of many Emperours in many pzecedent ages, 
which had bene a building many yeares , and was thus 

miſerably in one night deſfroyed, 02 ſo much defaced, that 
to this day it is not re-evified : now muſt we bing vpon 
the tage Aſurpation attainders, fozfeitures and confiſcas 
tion of Lands and Gods, plots, and ſtratagems fo ſup- 
plant, polices, and deuites to eſtabliſh a Crowne vaiuſtly 
gotten, vpon an Uſarpers head, that is neuer at ref, oz ſel⸗ 
dome fleepes in quiet. 

Vanſuſce not withſtanding that euery thing ſucceeded 
accozding to his deſire : but that which was the maine of 
his p;olec, the laughter ofthe Pzince Demetrius, whoſe 
eſcape none but his truſty friends knew of, pꝛotiedꝝ in his 
purpoſes to make himſelfe Emperour, albeit he knew that 
be had no title thereunto, no2 colour like to any. 

The mind of man is infinite in opinion and wening, 
which being once ſet vpon ambition, nothing can ſtay oz 
limit her aduentures, as appeared in Vanſuſce, in whoſe 
way lay tios great ſtumbling blockes , the firſk was the e⸗ 

ſcape ofthe Pzince, the other was the life and greatneſſe 
et his Kinſman Tragus, who was alſo great in the peoples 
opinion him mu Vanſuſce niedes remoue , 02 he finds a 
greater enemy erpoſy then Demetrius that was expeld, 
this muſt be dane ſecretly, and bpon the ſudden, and there 
was no time llackt, foz thze howers befoze the appearing 
of the day that followed this fatall night, a bzother of Van- 
ſuſces, whoſe name ä was ſent to — 

p 
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pꝛiſe him with tne hund2ed hozle , he lying then at a houſe 
of pleaſure in the country. ſome f ſtiene miles from the Ci⸗ 
ty, and to bzing him pziſoner to the Moſco , where by 
fo2me of tryall he was to paſſe ſuch cenſure as was pꝛeiu⸗ 
dicated fo him, in thoſe falſe crimes and imputations als 
ready ſet downe to be ſuggeſted und info:ced againſt him: 
foz he durſt not by reaſon of the peoples fauour pzoceed as 
gain his life, but by pꝛoceſſe of Law, and becauſs he knew 
alſo that it would be a hard matter to ſurpziſe him in his 
houſe, he cauſeth a letter of Credence to be counterfeit in 
the Emperoars name, the tenoz whereof was onely this, 
That there was ſome matter of impozt that eraned his 
pꝛeſent aide at Court , and that he ſhould ſefallother bu- 
fineſſe allde, and make what ſperd he could thither , the 
truſt of this letter was committed to that vilde traytoz 
Glaſco , as being found the fitteſt fo; this negotiation 3 
hobobe it there will come a time wherein he that is now an 
Agent, ſhall pꝛoue alſo. a Patient in this blondy tragedie, 
when that treaſonable bloud that now floweth in his 
beincs, ſhallbelet out enen by the hand of him whom he 
now obe pes, but we will leaue him nom, and Vanſuſces 
bother Demetrius, to their poaſting journey; and returns 
to the Caſtle at Moſco, where Vanſuſce hauing beheld ma- 
ny dead Carkaſes, found one that in peates, fauour, and 
other lineaments of his body, was very like the Emperoꝛ, 
Vanſuſce layes hold vpon this occaſion, and hauing pꝛinte⸗ 
ly apparrelled this dead counterfeit, cauſed it to be pub- 
licht, that the Emperour Demetrius was flaine ; foz mani⸗ 
keſtation where, he cauſeth this counterfeit to be laid vpon 
aBere, and with great State to be caried bare-facep tho 
row the great Citty, to their Dfate-honſe, oz common hall, 
he accompanying the body in perſon , the people locking 
from all parts to ſe him, beltening ſtedlaſtiy that it was 
be, but no man beſtowing a figho2 funerall tears vpon 
him, ſuchis the nature of the vulgar. |

Anſuſce beingcome info the publike Yall, 
coulorably attired in blacke , being in 
W bimſelfe of a P2incelp perſonage and 
MW 7 7 pꝛeſence, maieſtically aſcended bp into a 
N 4 high Thzone that was fuddenly erected 
— koʒ him, the ſuppoſed bodp of the Pzince 

— being laied befoze the people, where af- 
ter ſilence pꝛoclaime d, de ſpake after this maner bats them, 
with a ſad ſetled conntenance and an audible voice. J cans 
not tell with what paſſions oz affections of griefe and ſoꝛ⸗ 
row, my deare Country- men, this dead Pzince whom we 
lately called our ſoueraigne Load andGmperour, lies burt- 
ed in pour hearts, but vnto me it is the ſaddeſt ſight, and 
the moſt wofull obied that ener my vnhahpy spes beheld, 
of whoſe blond, as the innnoꝛtall God can witneſſes of my 
cleere heart and innoſence, ſo J pzoteſt by the maieſty of 
him be ſoze whom A tand, that with your allowance and 
conſent, J would puniſh with tozture, to all example, this 
woꝛſe then Parricide , were it in the perſon of mine owne 
bother, though dons in ignozance, as in ſuch bnhappy 
garboiles many ſuch chances happen: It pꝛobable witneſſe 
could bs pzoduced againſt him, faz it is not fit the earth 
ſhould beare themurderer of his P3ince , but becauſe that 
matters vncertaine cannot be certainly diſpoſed, we muſk 
leane him fo his iadgement that knowes as well the inten⸗ 
lions as actigns of man, it onely reſteth that we perfozme 
our laſt duties to the dead, his funerall Rites and Obſe⸗ 
— which A defire may be with all ſolenmity accompli- 
in whoſe ſudden and vntimely death, becauſe we haue 
loſt a hope of a continued line fog ſucteſſion in the Gm 


pire, and that by the langhter _ Poles we haue dzawn

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a great and dangerous enemy, it behoues you to make 
choiſe of ſuch a one to gouerne , whoſe wiſdoine and valour 
map be able to maintaine the State and Paiefſty of the 
Empire, and alſo mete with thoſe oppoſite occurrents that 
doth maligne it, but firſt of all, and chiefeſt of all, it be⸗ 
boues vou to cut oft all occaſtons of cinill and inteſtine wat: 
fo; pꝛeuention whereof, we haue this mozning ſent foz the 
Pꝛinces kinſman Tragus, as well to anſwer to ſuch ſuppu- 
tations of crimeas ſhall be obieced againſt him, as alſo in 
this dangerous time to be diſpoſed of by pour wiſdames, 
nought elſe at this time our dolozons tongue can diſcourſe 
ol but the Pꝛinces funerals, which we wil haſten to folem- 
nize: and with that wozd he wipt his eyes, the people were 
ſs farre from any tokens of ſozrow, that they fell pꝛeſently 
to acclamations of toy, clapping their hands and thzowing 
vp their hats, erping, Vanſuſce, Vanſuſce, Godſaue Van- 
ſuſce. 

It is a thing woꝛth the obſerua tion to note and marke 
what dinerſity of ſhapes hypocrifie puts en, Hee ſmulara 
(anituas h e diſſimalata iniquias, how many miles diltant are 
the wo2ds and thoughts of a viſlembler, how many vn- 
knowne Regions bet wirt his tongue and heart, but admit 
they lie cloſe foꝛ a while, they will be diſtouered when his 
iuſtice ſhall be turned outward, and thongh his treaſons 
haue foz a time vndeſerued and vbnſuſpected paſſage, as car- 
ring an ontward gloſſe faire and remarkable, yet theday 
willceme when her ſhall render an account of his want 
Stewardſhip, and ſurrender dp and ref#o;r backe all thoſe 
falſe titles and honours which murder, poriury, and hozri- 
ble treaſon helpes him to put on, when vy being truly pul- 
led downo from the height of his falſe greatnette, he challbe 
aduanted as amarkeof terronrfo all traitours and trea- 
ſotts, in the mean time, and at all times,his name and me- 
mo2y ſhall be held ovious and infamous to God and all 
god men, to whom humane fariety und wortus is had in

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Not long after the liuing Pzinces obſequies were with 
all ſtate and honour ſolenmized in the perſon of another, 
wha though he were of baſe birth, and obſcure parentage, 
and perhaps did neuer any ad memozable in his life, was 
neuertheleſſe in his death honoured with a Pzinces funes 
rall, andburied in a Depalchzeof Cmperours, 

But we mult now returne where we left with Vanſu. 
ces bzother, Demetrius and the traitour Glaſco, who mas 
ny dates befo2e this counterfeit obſequies had betraied and 
ſarpziſed the young Pzince Tragus , which in this manner 
was effected: early in the mozning a little befoze the bzeak- 
ing of the day, they came within ſight of the Taftle , where 
hauing found within a mile thereof a fit place by reaſsn of 
certaine copſes of wav, and other ſhzabbilh , to plant an 
Ambuſcados, Demetrius toke the avuantage thereof, lying 
there cloſe with his men to intrap the Pzince vpon the way

—— bis kinſman, to whom bofoze hee had bens much 
d, but nobenefiteroceiued, 93 pleaſure done tan ſtaꝝ

Her transletred vnfo the end it ales at, and neither re⸗ 
ſpetts the way it takes, no; the courſe it holds, though ne ·

miſchiele is in the Fo2ge . Wut this vilde fraitour Glaſcs 
being entered the Chamber, he in very humble maner ſa⸗ 
lates the Pꝛince, and delivers many ſuggeſted comple- 
ments, together with theſe counterfeit letters from the 
Emperoar, ths Pzince with a cheere full and vnſaſpeced 
countenance, giues him his hand, bids him welcome, de⸗ 
mands ofthe P2incehis health , and the newes at Court, 
all is deliuered in faire manner and coloured ouer with dil⸗ 
ſembled wo2ds, the Pzince beletues all, and diſtruſteth no⸗ 
thing, receiues and reads the letter without ſuſpition, mas 
king himſelfe ready foz his iourny to Moſco: Thus whileſt 
the tongue and the heart of truth are in one line paralel, the 
heart and tongue of treaſon are as farre ſundered as the 
Poales;ſuch diſtance there is from their artike woꝛds to the 
antartike purpoſes :: the ꝛince is ſone ready, kifſeth his 
faire Lady, making moze haſt then god ſped to goe on with 
this traiteurto the Moſco ; from whence he is neuer tore- 
turne, noz ener to behold his wife againe ; ſher weepes at 
parting, as bedewing his hidden fate with her open teares, 
whether of p2eſent lous , 02 foze fignifying ſozrow , they 
mount on hozſe-backe, and with haife a zozin ofthe Pzin- 
ces fotlowersthey poſt towards the Moſco, fill they cams 
within the compaſſe of the Ambuſcado, that all this while 
tale as ſtill as midnight, the larum being giuen on the ſud⸗ 
ven, they ſarpziſe him and detaine him pꝛiſoner, there could 
benoreſiſfacne, the Pꝛines ſeeing himſelfe thus vildly be- 
traied, and by him alſo whom he eſpecially truſted, bouldly

not: All this was dane within view of the Pzinces houſe, 
and ia the Ladies ſight. : Naw indge all you hougurabls 
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dames,that lone your Loꝛds and huſbands with intire affs- 
>ions, with what heart the ſad eyes of this deſolate Lady 
could behould this miſerable obtec, to ſe her huſband thus 
befraied within her vie w; ach was the ſozrow of that 
ever memozable Roman Lady Cornelia, wife toPompey 
the great, when from a farre off the ſaw her Lozdand hul⸗ 
band in alittle Boate betraped and llaine, by ths freache- 
rons Councellers and bloudy miniſters of that periared 

zince Pcolomiec Kingof Ægypt, when alter his ouer⸗ 
fhzow in Theſſalie her put himſelfe vpon bis p;otection. 
And this po2e Ladies ſozrowes were the greater becauſe 
thee neither knew the cauſe; their 'parpoſes , noz the: 
meanes to helpe him, but wer muſt leaue her in her paſſi- 
ons and follow him in his captiuity, whom they ſone 
bzought in a poaſting journey to Moſco, and lodged him in

cated dombes to confound him; the publike placs of iudge⸗ 
ment was appointed, the Theatre vyon which maTbe ace 
ted this Gentlemans tragedy, thither at the day ſet downe 
comes Vanſuſce in a Pzinces Roabe,together with his 
friends, allies, and a ſfrong guard of ſouldters, thepzincipal 
Officers intheCitty —_ him, and hapine all

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taken their places, this Pzincely pꝛiſoner is bꝛought in be- 
fo;e them, whb with a cheerefull and vnaffrighted counte⸗ 
nance beholds them all. The allegations of treaſon obiected 
againſt him were, that by his pzocurement the laſt warre 
with the Tartars was commenced, that coſt moze treaſure 
und bloud then the victo2y was wozth, that by his ſollicita- 
tion that vnhappy marriage with the Poliſh Pzinces was 
mediated and concluded, that the Poliſh Guard was by his 
meanes b2onght in, by which, ſo many outrages were com- 
mitted, that they were dziuen to take the courſe they did foz 
their laughter, in which the Emperoz himſelfe paſt an vn⸗ 
happy deſtiny, the guilt of whoſe death was laid vpon him 
as being the oziginall, though not the efficient cauſe there - 
of, that the bzinging in of ten thouſand Poles moze was by 
his connſell vrged, that the Pzinces treaſure was by his 
pꝛodigal p2ofuſe of mony much waſted, that he had allowed 
the title of the Dukedome of Seuere, fo the Crowne and 
Kingdomeof Poland, with other matters not ſo much as 
thought vpon, do all which, the Pꝛince anſwered ſo fully 
and ſo noblp, as enery vnpartiall eate found his innocence ; 
howbeit truth neuer told her tale but enuy was either rea⸗ 
dy fo wꝛong her by ſuggeſtion , 02 falſhod by ſuboznation, 
fo2 vniuſt witnefſes were pzoduced againſt him, by whoſe 
teſkimony this innocent Pzince was condemyed. Vanſuſce 
thenriſing from his Zhzone, began with a ſtudied and pꝛe⸗ 
meditated ſpcech after this maner, J cannot tell my louing 
Country-men in what tearmes, oz with what wozds J 
hall pzoced in iudgement againſt this Noble-man , late 
kinſman and ntere Alley vnto our deare Doueraigne Lo2d 
the Emperour, foz when J thinke of the times paſt, and 
compare them with the pzeſent , the thought and conſive- 
tation thereotſo ſtrikes me with aſtonichment, my minds 
being dinerflp diſtracted betwirt my Countries care and 
this Noble-mans reſpec; that J ſtand deuided in my iudg⸗ 
ment, the one pleading rigoz, the other pitty, what J ſhall 
definatinely ſet downs in cenſare, foz him, oꝛ againſt py 
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firff giue him his due, who doth nat ſozrow that ſo noble a 
Gentleman, ſo fully ſtaft with ſach excellent parts of mind, 
ol ſo @mirable compoſure, and conſtitution of body in the 
pzime of his youth , and beauty in the pzide of his ate 
and pleaſures, in the ſolace and comfozt of his wife and 
childzen, his oner-heedleſſe actions, and ouer-weeningcons 
ceit, his owne greatneſſe, in abuſing the Pzinces ſauour, 
ſhould now make him vnwozthy of his life, by reaſon of the 
fates pzeſent condition: whereas otherwiſe his life ſhould 
haue bene moſt deſited. Fo2 mineowne part, J would J 
dad not lined at all, o2 at leaſt, not till this time. wherein 
ſauing my countries care, and the entire reſpec and affes 
ion A beare to all your liues and ſaſeties, J am otherwiſg 
even againſt the conſent of my ſaule, and my beſt genious. 
enfo2ft to pꝛonounce peremptozy ſentence of iudgement a- 
gainlt ſuch a man, to whom but of late J gaue place to in 
honour. | 

Foz thus ſay my pꝛiuate thoughts to my common cares, 
where Nobility, greatneſſe /a Pzinces fanoar, oz what ex- 
cellent parts oꝛ qualities -ſoener, either of body oz mind bs 
in the ſame ſubiec that ewes them tranſferred vnto it ſelfe 
without reſpect of common god, ts the which ho owes a 
duty, he growes not onely an vnpꝛoſitoble, but alſo a dan- 
gerous member ta that Common-wralth, and where from 
ſuch a mind there be acts committed, though but cciminall, 
and feares depending of greater conſequencein this caſe, it 
is moze then a politicke oz nationallLawy,'it is Religious 
Juſtice, and the ſeruice of our God, to fake away the life 
of ſuch greatneſſe, and make it the peopleg ſacrifice: and 
thorefoze with your conſents , fince things cannot other- 
wiſe ſtand, oz be eſfabliſhed, I giue him onertothe tigour 
of the Law, and the miniſters thereof. 

All this while this captiue P21ince, although he ſaw how 
cloſely and indirectly enery thing was carriev, and had 
heard during the time of his impaiſonment , the ſuppoſed 
death ol the Cmperour, the murther of the Poles, and ma⸗ 

py al great place and office in the — bloudy 
3 a and 
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and ſo fatall that albeit be knew the woꝛld fo be full of mil⸗ 
chiefe,and the pathes thereoftroden with vaſandifyed ff, 
pet he thought there wanted that venemous matter in the 
minde of man to beget, bz&d, and bꝛing fozth ſuch hideoug 
and hozred murders, he doth yet neuertheleſſe, neither in 
the conceit of theſe inhumane maſſacers paſt, noz in the iu⸗ 
durance of his owne vnauoidable miſeries pꝛeſent ſhew to⸗ 
kens of any feare o2 affrightment, but with the ſame couns 
tenance he held befoze in his pzoſperous eſtate, he now bes 
held the tiranous autho2s, and blody acto2s of his fragedy, 
ſo nobly had the inward vertues of his minde framed and 
compoſed the outward actions and geſtures of his body: 
And thus with wozds as bould, and as vndantes as his 
lokes, heſpake in this manner vnto them. 

I haue ſtrained withall my beſt within me, to heare and 
beare patiently all your vnkind handlings, vniuſt pꝛeſum⸗ 
tions, furious Infozcements ; pour maliciousand mani⸗ 
fold appliments, foule wꝛeſtings, and impoſſible conſtcu- 
tions, and all to make me ſ&eme to be a meinber dangerous 
to the tate, to take away my life as a common enemy, 
which onely muſt be remoued to make ſmoth the way te 
your pꝛeſent ends andintendments, fe2 this ca nſe was the 
true noble bloubdofmy ropall Loꝛd and kinſman ſhed, to 
make you groty vp in this falfe greatnefſe , I ſpeake to the 
Vanſuſce, whoſe inward ſaule knowes my innocence in all 
my accuſations, and that al this ſhew of Law is but a fozm, 
a mere ingine, 02 denice to ſet a gloſſe vpon pour hozrev 
murders paſt; and to take away my life by a pretert of iu⸗ 
Kice, which you perſue in mallice, haue J ſhowne my ſelfe 
dangerous to my Country, when in the !1ft wars with the 
Tartars J ſo littie regarded mine owne life , that J ſpent 
moſt ot het blond in that action, and returned bicozious as 
gainſt the eie and opinion of all that ſaw and knew the dan⸗ 
ger of that day; did J wong my Country when with pour 
conſents and allowances J made that honourable contract 
with the Poliſh Pzinces ; was that the Treaſare J exhau⸗ 
ted in that expedition: when mine owne pꝛiuate Coffers 
are 
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are yet empty with that charge. Foꝛ the Poliſh guard, it 
was rather my enfozced conſent, then my voluntary coun- 
ſell, 02 appzouement, fo2 the title of the Dukedome, with 
thereſt of the Articles, which J ſcoꝛne to repeate, the great 
God of my hope knowes me to be as fre either in action,o2 
intention, as he knowes the Van ſuſce to be guilty of theſe 
hozrid treaſons; J doe not plead mine innacence to ſaue my 
life, fo2 that is fozedomed by an vnchanged decree, but on⸗ 
ly to eaſe my heart of an onerburdening wait of griefe 
which pour baſe w2ongs , and falſe wouen injuries haue 
contracted there, (and it, is one comfo2t pet that J am ſuffes 
red to ſpeake J doe not raile either againſt thy tyzanny, oz 
the malenolence of my ſtarres,thereis no man greater then 
his deſtiny, neither haue J ſet the gard of vertue ſo weakly 
within me, againſt the ſpight of Foꝛtune, oz pour malice, 
but that my ſpirit and reſolation can ſuffer,either in thy ins 
humaine cruelty Varſuſce, o2 thy vnnatural treachery vil» 
Glaſco, oz all pour hates you vnkind Muſcouites, oz what 
elſe is pzecions vnto mee, as the loſſe of wife and childeen, 
depꝛiuation oflands and honours, 0; tozment, oz death, oz 
whatſoener can happen in humanity : All theſe oz what 
elſe is in the power ofenuy, hate, malice, 92 tiranouſe op- 
pꝛeſſion is beneath me. Life is not my Paramout, J ftand 
not inamourad of her pleaſures, the wozld hath to me adul⸗ 
terated his faire pꝛoteſtations of lone and reſpec, with the 
foule pꝛoſtetucions of the times miſchicfe, I haue ſcene an 
end ok my foztunes , and haue ſet an end to all my deſires, 
all the ambition that is left in mie is the hapefull enioyment 
of a far moze glozious kingdome, thether doth my ſoule aſs 
pire , and thither ſhall my ſpirit mount befoze your time 
p:efixt, if there be any therfoze in this aſſembly that either 
is at this time, 02 ſhall happen hereafter to tome into the 
like danger, and would know how to mocke Vanſuſces ty» 
ranny , let him learne it thus dy mpcrample : And with 
that woꝛd haning cloſly dzawne aſhozt dagger hid of pur⸗ 
poſe fo this houre, he tabbed himſelf to the heart, an as 


though in it ſelfe ſming deſperate and full of hozror, pet in 
E 2 circumſtance 
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circumftanceand conſiderate reſpects trulp noble and ful of 
honour that would not ſuffer his oppoſite and moꝛtall ene- 
meies to triumph ouer his vertues and the froedome of his 
ſpirit in his end. 

The ſudden and voluntary death ol this Noble man put 
them all into amaſement, and ſome there were pzeſent and 
thoſe not of the meaner ſozt , did fo2 the time ſo inwardly 
ſozrow foz the hard diſaſter of the ꝛince his innocence 
and iniuries that they made ontward maniſeſtation theres 
of by there teares , which Vanſuſce perceiging , and in 
their generall cilence a generall ſadneſſe, that from thence 
his Plots and Pzoiects , might be moze narrowly loked 
into with confiberate ties, began to loke about and to 
gather his wits together to dzaw this inward creeping ſuſ- 
pition from the heart of the Muſcocire, vpon whoſeloue 
and opinion did pꝛincipally depend the hope and meanes of 
his pꝛoctedings, he therefoze ſpake againe vnto them ſa 
fully foz the times condition, ſo colourable againſt the 
guilty life,and rath death of the Pzince, and ſocarefully foz 
the ſecurity of the ſtate, together with all their ſafties, that 
he (one turned the gentle currant of their paſſionate (82s 
rowes info the vat Ocean of their wonted rage, crying out 
againtt the houſe of Demetrius his name and family, and 
inthis new humour , like the flattering Jewes to Herod 
after his D2atisn to the people, they fally guild his woꝛds 
With an Angels eloquence, crying out after their wonted 
manner, Vanſuſce, God ſane Vanſuſce, ſucha turning 
Phane is the peoples b2eath, with theſe mach loked loz ac- 
clamations the Court was pzeſently diſſolued, the dead 
body of ths Pzince carried backe to Pziſon , from whence 
the next day, it was bzought fozth againe and pozelp buti⸗ 
ed, making the wozld to tand at amaſement, that the earth 
which neuer failes of meanes in aboundance foza Pzinces 
life ſhould now faile in neccfaries foz bis interre-ment-

The wife of Tragxs dies for ſorrow his two children are de. 
tayned priſoners, Vanſuſce is crowned Emperour of 
Ruſhia , Demetrius, with the Empreſſe flees into Pelind 
from whence with a great Army he returnes backe in- 
to Auſbia: the warte begins. 


TIT Iker this fall Ceader of the Ruſhian tate 
was, from the mountaine of his great- 
<a nefle, thus pulled downe : many lower 
tres and ſhzubbes paſt the like foztune, 
foz whoſoeuer Kode in Vanſuſces way 
muſt be remoned , till it was made 
F ſmath from any oblique let fo2 his fran- 
ſcending glo2zy , enen to the maieſtike tate of the Ruſhian 
Empire, treacherous Glaſco being the pzincipall agent, 
and ſpeciall inſtrument foz his defignes , and Jntend- 
ments. 

But befoze we ſef the Crowne on this dſurpers head, 
{rhilef the pꝛeparations be now in framing foz his Coꝛo⸗ 
nation, wer will loke a little backe info the wzetched fate, 
and miſerable condition of this vntimely Middobwed Las 
dy, Wife to the late noble Pzince Tragus, and his tivo 
ſannes, both ſo poung that they were not capable of their 
calamity : To waite of this Ladies feares , and hir pꝛo⸗ 
found ſozrowes , were but like a Painter fo coanterfeif 
by art the teares ol Lucreſſe foz her enftoſt wꝛong done to 
Collatyne, oz the true bzed woes of Porcia foz her dere 
Lo2d Brutus, to ſhew outwardly the pʒeſentation of ſuch 
tragiks fpecacles), and ſo to feede the phantaſte with tma- 
ginary griefe , in which neaertſeleſſe their is neither life, 
no: ſenſe of reall ſozrow, 

To leaue therfoze theſe feares with her that was the true 
owner of them , who rr leauing the wozld ww 
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the pleaſures thereof encloſed hirſelfe in a religious houſe, 
where with long faſting, and depe melancholy, ſpending 
her daies alone in the exerciſe of ſozrow , in ſhoꝛt time ſhe 
ended ber life,leauingbehind her anotable example of lone 
and conſtancy : his two ſonnes are pet liuing, but detained 
as pꝛiſoners by Vanſuſce, howbeit happily reſerued to bet⸗ 
ter fo2tunes. 

Nobo is Vanſuſce arrined at that Hauen he along time 
did bend his courſe vnto, euen thꝛough a Sea of blond, 
where neuertheleſſe he ſhall not finde that ſafty that he ex⸗ 
pets, foz dangetous is the State that is obtained by bloud 
and treaſon , as the ſequell ſhall declare, the Empertall 
Crownceof Ruſhia beingnow ſet vpon his head, there fell 
nuſchiefes thicke, and as the thing enill gotten is ſeldome, 
02 neuer well kept, thozow all the time of his vſurped 
raiane there neuer ceaſed bloudy war andflaughter,no not 
in his owne deſtruction and captiuity foz he had ſcarſe tim 
to finith the Fate and ſolemnity of his To:onation , befo2e 
he heard newes of the great pzeparatigns in Poland, both 
to reueng the treaſonable wꝛongs done to the Emperour, 
and alſo the murder of the Poles, oz rather which is moſt 
like, Sigiſmond the King of Poland making theſe butco- 
lourable pꝛetenſes foz higher deſſignes of another nature, 
both to recouer the Dukedome of Seveare, to the which he 

thallengeda title, and further, as the ſucceſſe ſhould follow 
to inuade the whole Empire of Ruſhia, and to ktepe it fo; 
himſelfe, to make another entry that way into the Kings 
dome of Swethland, ſuch a paſſage had this cinjlldiſcenfion 
made, eucn foz the ouerthzow of the whole tate , but wee 
mult now returne to the lawfull Emperour Demettius, 
who being by the happy foztune of his birth a P2ince, was 
now by the malignant power of his fate a fugitiue, to: ha» 
uing about ſome few of his friends that followed him in all 
foztunes , ha gaue them in charge to loke care fully to the 
keping of that Duke dome, it being till a receptacle foz 
them in the wozit of danger while he with his vnhappy La- 
dy in great danger and ſtrange diſguiſe together with his

truſty ſeruant paſt from Colloge, and after a long and wea⸗ 
ty journy at laſt toke the Rinex of Ipre, and with ſafty re- 
couercd the Territozies of the Poliſh Ringdome. 

Sigiſmond haning notice of their comming, ſendeth his 
ſafeconduct , together with directions fo2 their entertains 
ment, but not in the fate and ſumptuous manher as be- 
foze, fo in a change of foztune we finde a change of friend⸗ 
ſhip and account, being neuertheleſſe come to Court, they 
were honorably welcomed, andcomfozted after thets many 
endured miſeries, where they reſted themſelues awhile till 
the pꝛeparations ſoꝛ Ruſhia were made ready, it being an 
Army of ſourty thouſandſouldiers. With this new raiſed 
polver, Demetrius raiſeth new hopes, both to recoucr and 
to reaenge, which fell not out acco2ding to his deſire , man 
purpoſeth but God diſpoleth, 

Now Vanſuſce hearing of this great pꝛeparation in Po. 
land, foztifies the Citty of Moſco, andother places of im- 
pozt, gathering ſouldiers from all parts to ſtrengthen his 
faction, bearing the Muſcouite in hand that it was the po- 
licy of the Poliſh Ring to haue entertained ſome ſtragling 
runnagate to take vpon him the name and ſtate of Deme- 
trius, only to countenance this inuaſion ; ſtaying by this 
ſuggeltion the vncertaine minde of the Muſcouite, that o- 
therwiſe he knew woald be diuerliy carried. But Demetti- 
us being now in all things furniſhed fo2 the trantpoſing af 
this great Army into Ruſhia, takes his leaue of the Bing 
and Q utene and other of his friends in Poland, but aboue - 
all, of his deare beloued Empꝛeſſe, whom his vnhappyeies 
thall neuer behold againe; to ſhew her ſozrow in his depar⸗ 
ture, were to ſtay vs in the purſuite of this great war that 
muſt ve pꝛoſecuted with all ſped and cruelty , Demecrius 
therefozewith many lc ng marches, at laſt had paſt the fron- 
tires ofthe Poliſh Kingdom, he no'ſoner had ſet foting vp- 
on the Territo ies of his owne Empire but the miſeries of 
the war began, and that Country that befoze flouriſhed 
with along countinued peace, and was growne extading 
rich both in theit owne abundanee , and a pzoſperous com- 
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merce with others, began now to be ſpoiled and harried of ” 


hir plenty; fire and ſws2d being the executiones : the Pole 
fpoiled and killed in all places in reuenge of the Pallacre 
done in the Moſco, ſparing neither ſozt,noz ſex.in ang ffate 
oz age, whom they met wit hall, neuertheleſſe the moſt of 
them har befoze fled into Citties, Caſtles, Mods and gs 
ther defenſible places. 

Thus miſchieſe haning ſet foftingin Ruſhia , if did in a 
ſhozt time take ſuch roting , that in a long time after ſhe 
was not ſupplanted, Demetrius either giuing conſent ther⸗ 
to, 02 elſe wanting power in himſelfe to curbe her, howbeſt 
he made as much ſpede as he could to Moſco , either to 
make the ſpoile of his Country lefle by his haſty marches, 
92 otherwiſe burning in deſire to be renenged on that place 
where hs had reteiued ſuch w2ong audontrage. Being af 
laſt come to Moſco , he beleagers theCitty, but findes au 
vnexpected reſiſtance , it being ſo. ſtrengthened with men 
and munition that it was wel- nere vnpꝛegnable, all pla- 
of ffrength and impoꝛt a hout the Citty were in ſhozt time 
ſubdewed and giuen to the Pole, whoerecutes all manner 
ofcruelty : Demetrius lates wait in all places to cut off all 
ſuctour that ſhould be bꝛought info the Titty, ſo that the 
Muſcouite in ſhoʒt time endured great want and miſery, 
to wꝛight all the particulars of this ſiege, that continued 
foz the ſpate of two yeers, would aſke a whols volume by it 
ſelfe ; J will onely touch the molt ſpectall octurrants, ac- 
cozding ta my bel intelligence that. happened in that 
tim 


e. 

Vanſuſce bnderſfanding the miſeries that the Country 
people indured by the cruelty of the Poles, and fearing all 
great miſeries in the Citty, ifthe ſiege endured, ſent ſpee· 
dilp and ſecretly his Curſitours to CharlcsRing of Sweath, 
land, whom he knew to bemozfallenemy to Sigiſmond 
King of Poland, demanding vpon certaine condicions his 
aidtoremouc theLeagure. King Charles hauing at that 
time an Army of French, Engliſh, and Scottich, in pay foz 
any occaſion affered from Sigiſmond, but bndertanding at 


that 
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that time all his pzeparations were diſpoſed of in Ruſhia, 
and knowing alſo that if the Pole ſet ſoting their he chould 
find him moze dangerous there then in his owne Country, 
re&lvs eaſily to Vanſuſces demand, imploping the fazces of 
thoſe ſtrangers which he had ſtrengthened with many com- 
panies of Swethens, to the full numberof twelue thouſand 
vnder the conduct and generall command of one Pontus de 
la Guard, aFrench Captains, a man ot mozefaing then 
worth among them.

Fr. Robert Sherly comes as Embaſſadout from the Per ſan to 
Demetrius in the Leager, the Muſconite mutiny, but are 
appeaſed, Glaſcs is ſuſpected, conuicted, arraigned, and 


executed in the Coſco, 


Neſevanſuſce albeit he bare no great af- 
fectien to Ring Charles, and was loth 
alſo that ſo many ftrangers ſhoulo bee 
þ:ought into Ruſhia , to harry and 
ſpoyle the Country, yet knowing the 
difference that was betwirt him and 

= Sigiſmond Ring of Poland, he held if 
his beſt to make vſe therof, to ſerue his owns turne in their 
diCcytion, and by any meanesrather to remwoue the pole, 
then vpon the beſt conditions fo ytelde vato their habitati⸗ 
on there, making choice rather o! a ſufferable than an in⸗ 

tollerable ffranger. Now while theſe fozces were thus a 

raiſing in Swethland feʒ theſe deſignes in Ruſha, Demetti- 

us with his Army lying fill befoze the City of Moſco, that 
bzave Spirit of England, r Robert Sherley, came as Em- 
baſſado2 to Demetrius frem the Sophie of Perſia, demand⸗ 
ing his alde in the generall hoſtility fo be made by chꝛiſtian 
punces againſt the common enemy the Tuche, where 
bes ſound that entertainement * thoſe tumultuous 


times 
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times in warrelike leagercould affo2d , but fo2 the matter 
of his Embaſſie, the pꝛeſent troubles cut off the meanes of 
any pꝛeſent aid, ſo that after his ſtay there ſome few dates, 
haning reteiued many honourable giftes and pꝛeſents hee 
departed , onely furniſhed with hopes and faite pꝛomiſes, 
howbeit his comming thither put the Muſcouite into moze 
then a pꝛeſumption, that it was the true Demetrius that 
beleagerd their Citty, and that the tepoꝛt of his death was 
but a faincd matter, inſomuch that in moſt places, eſpeci- 
ally in the Moſco, they beganne fo murmare, whiſpering 
one to an other, that God had fozſaken the guidance of 
them and their Citty, and had giuen them ouer into the 
hands of ſtrangers and others fog their diſlopaltp, thep 
ſaide betweene themſelues , that it could not be that the 
Ring of Poland, other Pzinces, and many noble men of 
Ruſſia in the leager tould beſo long deceived with a coun- 
terfet Emperour, but eitherhis countenance, behauiour, 
ſpcech oz ſom ones repoꝛt oz other would betray him. They 
compared the times pꝛeſent with the times paſt, and found 
that the Errours and Jndiſcretions of a yong Paince,, be- 
ing their naturall Lo2d, were moze gafte fo endurs than 
the milder gouernement ofau Uſurper , foz that the abuſe 
and inſtabilitie of his eſtate had dzawne infinite daungers 
and miſeries by a contrary faction, which they now endus 
red in no meane degree, and were like hereafter to ſuffer 
in the gceateſt extteames thoſe murmurings and pꝛiuie 
whiſperings being bꝛaught to Vanſuſces tate, he beganne 
to lake about, and to pzcuent all occaſions that might be 
offered lo the railing of a faction within the Titty , her 
therefoze ſought to pacifie the Muſcouites in the beſt man- 
ner he could, and withall ſent colourably (vnder ſafe con- 
duct) certaine Gentlemen his gtends to the Cmperourin 
te Leager, that i he were the right Demetrius his true 
and lawfull Pzince, be ſhould ſhew it in a naturall loue 
and care vnto his Counttep, and not ſaffer him to be thus 
deliled with the bloud of his people, by the Poles q"_s 
a 
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andfo2 his owne part, it he found that it were ſo, he would 
not onely ſurrender vp vnto him, the Title and gouerne- 
ment that he now held, together with the Citty and other 
places in his command, but alſo in all ſubmiſſion acknew- 
ledge and ſerue him in all faithfulneſſe and duety as his na⸗ 
turall liege Lo2d, he further inſtcuced them to ercuſe him 
in the plottes and courſes that he had taken, and to blame 
but reſpectiuely his ſufferance in the abuſes of the Poles, 
that had dꝛawne on the hatred and indignation of the Muſ- 
couite, fo farre as being gathered to a head, and bꝛealing 
foꝛth into action, it pzoned as a raging Toꝛrent 02 violent 
Inundation that no wapes could be ſtopped: hœ wille d 
them farther to deſcend info particularities , and to touch 
the ſeuerall factions on his part, that it ſtode him vpon to 
take the aduantage of his friends oſters, and the oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nity ot euerp reuolt, to the end that the head of all, which 
was himſelfe , might be the ſurer garded, and this (ho 
ſaid) he learned of Nature and Neceſſifie , that teacheth 
euery creature to defend her ſelle, and that albeit he could 
a long time endure the ſiege, and that her knew alſe the 
Fozces were ready inSwethland to attempt the Leager, he 
would yet nenertheleſſe giue ouer theſe new hopes and de- 
ſignes fo warre , and with all his be, endenour to cons 
clude a peace, pzoteſting with this concluſton,that ifby his 
maieſties fauo2 hee might enioy thoſs lands, honozs, and 
offices, to the which partly he was boꝛne, partly he enioyed 
by the deceaſed Emperontcs gift, and his owne admiſſion, 
no Pztnce in the wozld ſhonld finde a moze loyall ſubiect oz 
moze faithfall Gentleman than himſelfe, Demetrius albe⸗ 
it he ſuſpected a Padve in this raw , did neaertheleſſs 
either ſimply oz colourably put them in hope of a Parle, 
and foz a time held a ceſſation, diſchargingthe Peſſengers 
with faire wozds and countenance, who at their returns 
into theCitty , gaue out that this was not the true De- 
metrius, but acounterfet by Vanſuſces inſtructions, and 
that it they held out but a few * till the comming of the 
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Swethen Army, the Leager would eaſily be remoned, 
Vanſuſce alſo beſtirres himſelfe to ſtixte bp the Muſco- 
vice to endure the ſiege vatil the comming of Bing Charles 
his foꝛtes: In the meane time Demetrius had vnderſtan⸗ 
ding ſecretly of ſome cauſes of diſcontent ginen from Van- 
ſuſce to the traxtour Glaſco, both in the bar res fo his ex- 
pected recompence, and alſo in the change of Vanſuſces 
fauour and countenance , {oz it is commonly ſo with Uſurs 
pers, when their turnes are ſerued by ſuch Miniſters, 
whohauing made all the vie of them thep can, they cons 
nert their ſeruices dene, into iniuries, eſpecially where 
there is an expecation of rewards abaue merit , fo2 bene⸗ 
fifes with ty2ants are of no longer pleaſure,than they can 
with eaſe reſtoze them, that once tranſcended , they ſtudp 
not how tforeward, but to kill: fo Glaſco ſappoſed that 
bis (:ruices to Vanſuſce were of ſuch wazth and greatnes, 
that halte the Empire had tcene ſcarſe his recompence. De- 
metrius thetelt ze ſttiuing to wozke vppon this his diſcon⸗ 
tent, and that by him ſome meanes might be wzonght faz 
the ſurpziſe of the Citty , ſent ſecretly his Lecters vnto 
Glaſco, wherein after hee had touched (but in gentle 
termes) his diſlopalty , he willed him te conſider that 
there was no way fo2him forecouer the loue and opinion 
both of God and man, but ta vntreade againe thoſe ſteps 
pinge cf treaſon , which from a cozrupt minde his guiltie 
fete had befoze trot den, pꝛomiſing him in the wozd of a 
Pzince, that ik her would findmeanes ſoꝛ him to enter the 
Cittp, hee would not onely pardon what was paft, but re⸗ 
ſtoꝛe him againe into his wonted place and fauanr , Theſe 
Letters being infercepted, were bzought to Vanſuſce, 
who pꝛeſently cauſed this traytour to be committed to pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, where hauing a long tums endured mach miſerie, hee 
was at laſt arraigned and condemned, and finally, were 
de faulty, were her faultleſle, he was executed in the Moſ- 
co, à ſit death fozſucha life. There were many others of 
dis conſedcracie , which becauſe A knew not their names» 
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I would not mention their actions, but this J deliuer 
from repoꝛt, that none of then all die d their naturall death, 
onely one <rcepted , that pet liues ina pelting Aillage in 
Ruſcia, pwze, wzetched, miſerable and hated of all the 
world. 


CH AP. 10. 


King Charles of Swethland ſendeth an army of twelue thou- 
ſand Souldiers into Reuſcia. vnder the command of Pen- 
t de la Garda French Coronell, the Nuſciant ioyne with 
them and remooue the Leager : the Emperour Demetri- 
u flees againe into the Dukedome of Caloge. 


O w mulſt the miſeries of Ruſcia be ang- 
mented by the comming of this Armie 
compounded of ſo many Nations, En⸗ 
glich. French, and Scots. Fo2 though 
they came as a friend, and fo their aide, 
pet who can tap an Armie from ſpoils 
and rapine, which the vahappy Ruſcian 
found true in the putſuite of this bloudp warte, not onelp 
in their godes and cattelles, hut euen in their wines and 
daughters, which in all places were made a pꝛoſtituted 
pꝛep to the luſttull appetite of the Souldicrs . Jt was a⸗ 
baut the beginning of Summer, that this Armpol King 
Charles deſcended into Ruſcia, vader the commaund of 
the afozenamed French Coꝛonell Pontus de la Gatd, who 
with all pede marched with this Armie to the Cittie al 
Moſco, encamping in the maſt commodious place they 
could find agare to the Poliſh Leager. Demetrius wasſvas 
fo2e aduiſed fo remoue, by them who foꝛe · iudged the pzwſe 
of that which the ſequel manifeſted, fazeſceing that it would 
be a hard matter fozDemetrivs to reſilt both the Fo2ces of 
the Moſco, and this new raiſen power, foz being much 
wearied with along ſiege , being now alſo with this freſh 
47691 F 3 Armis 
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Armie, in a manner beleagerd themſelues, they ſone 
found the want of victaalles and other neceſſaries, which 
in a ſhozt time bzonught them to great miſerie, and to ins 
creaſe the Swethen Army, Demetrius the bzother of Van- 
ſuſce adgaunceth himſelfe fo2ward with twentis thouſand 
Rulsians, totoyne with the Swethen fozces . Now are all 
places fozeſtailed that might bꝛing in ſuccours to the Po- 
lihLeager. The Emperour Demetrius was now in greas 
ter miſerie than ener beſoze : fo2 beſides the wants which 
he endured, the Poales themſelues beganne to murmure 
and muteny againſt him, inſomuch as he was often times 
enfo:ced to heare many contumelious woꝛds and rep2gas 
ches pzonounced againſt him, that he was an vnhappie 
P2ince , bozne fo a diſaſtrgus foztune, and not onelie foz 
bimſelfe, but alſo foz ſuch as Ghouls take part with him. 
The Councells that were daily held were continually 
diuided, ſome aduiſe to make their way thozow the Swe- 
then Armie, others to continue the Leager , the molt ts 
parlee, the laſt was the wozft that Demettius liked, knows 
ing well that there would be nos compoſition made with- 
out his deliuery,cither aliue o2 dead into the hands of Van- 
ſuſce, which though the Poales knew it was fo2 their bell 
ſafety ſo to do, yet they did abhozre it as an erecrable ded, 
to betraꝑ a Pzince whom they had vndertaken to pzotec, 
and to pelde him to his enemies hands whom they had vos 
wed to defend. To contmuc the Leager, was without all 
poſſibilitie of effecting, victaalles growing ſo ſcarce in the 
Campe , that all pzouifion was 2enoured ſo farre as they 
were enfozced to eate their hozſes ; and from this ſcartitie 
followed a great moztallitie . The Poale being ſo ſtraitly 
iggirt, that they wanted ground to bury the dead, the vn⸗ 
happy Pꝛince fits alone in his tent, all veſolats and diſe 
mayed, wanting both courage and countell in theſe ex⸗ 
treames; in the Campe he fees his dignitie vecreaſed, and 
bis tommaund not reſpected ; in his Tent he feares mars 
der, in his Cuppe poyſon : and though 1 — 
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feares were falſe, there being no ſuch in tendments, pet to 
a troubled minde ouetrwhelmed with ſozrow, oppꝛeſſed 
with care, diſtracted with opinion what comfoꝛt o2 conceif 
can aſſure, bis friends being a few noble men of Ruſsia 
that were about him, com ſoꝛt him and councell him, that 
he would avuenture with thoſe companies of Ruſsians het 
had pet in his cammaund, which were faithfull to him in 
all foztuaes, being neuertheleſle not abone the number of 
a thanſand men, make an attempt in the dead of the 
night foz their eſcape , euen thzough the Swethen Armie, 
the neceſſitie of the time and place ſay they v2ge you to this 
dangerous reſolution oz to die, there being no third wap 
fo: you to take: you thall not needs fo feare our loyalties, 
becauſe our owne lines lies in the ſame hazard, and if wee 
line oz die, it ſhall be our glozies, that we haus either free» 
ad you from this danger, oz that we haue communicatey 
dur ſeruice to the foztunes of out Pzince, Foz the attempt 
it ſelfe , it may happily not p;wne ſo full of perill as if ap⸗ 
peares to be, foz that the darkeneſſe of the night, the ſud⸗ 
dennefſe of the action, and the abuantage of the place, 
wherein we are quarterd , being but againf the ſairtes of 
the Swethen Armie , may happily make our way with 
mo2e ſafety , and leſſe loſſe than you imagine, howſoener 
it falles out, the greateſt danger dwells here, where to 
remaine, there is nothing moze tertaine than certaine de- 
fkruction. Theſe wo2ds, together with the deſperate con⸗ 
dition of their eſtates, made him ſuddenly to appzehend 
the plot, and ts entertaine with courage the reſolution of 
this attempt, which was done ſo cloſely and ſo ſecretly, as 
it was not diſcouered till the larum was giuen : this was 
about the none of the dap, all the after none was ſpent in 
touncell, and in giuing directions, which alſo was done 
ſo conertly , as the Poalcs themſclues noabted nothing 
leſſe than that which was intended. Now1s the houre 
tome wherein Demetrius mult paſſe as great 02 aqreater 
danger (by all opinion) than that of the Caſtle in M - — 
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but withleCe feare oz ſozrow : fo2 his vnhappy foztanes 
had now ſo inured him to ſuch diſaſtrous accidents, that 
his mind ſeemed to be ſuted to his miſetie, all things theres 
foze being ready, they beginne to diſlodge, the larum was 
firſt giuen in the Swethen Armie, and was ſo ſuddenly ans 
ſwered in all places, that it bzed a hozrible confuſton , the 
Poales feared a ſurp2ize from the Swerhen Army, the Swe- 
then from the Poales . When they came info the Empe⸗ 
rours Tent, not finding either his Guard oz himſelte, they 
cried out, that he had befrayed them. Pontus de la Gard 
d:4wes the beſt of his Forces to the head of his Campe, 
and there attends all attempts, whileſt the Cmpers; with 
the loſſe of a few men had paſſed the danger, the darkenes 
ofthe night being a great help vnto him. his guides befoze 
bay had bꝛought him out ot all feare from any followers, 
howbeit many of the Poalcs follswed aſter , and peltes 
themſelves alter ward to him in Colloge. 

All this time both the Campes ſtwde M11] withont anie 
attempt on either ſide. The Citty alſo not knewing the 
matter were ſone in Armes, howbeit kept themſelues 
within the walles, in the mozning the Poales found the 
plot, and being dzinen euery way to obey neteſſitie, they 
required Capitulations of truce with Vaaſuſce, which was 
granted , the Articles dzawne, the compoſition made, the 
Poles diflodgd,and with colours diſplayd,they went,ſome 
inte other parts of Ruſsia, turning Coſſakes, and liuing 
vpon ſpople, ſome backe into Poland, who haning relas 
ted to their King the manner of Demetrius flight, and by 
it their owne enfozcements, he renounced foz euer his 
friendſhip and alliance, pꝛoteſting from thencefwzth nener 
to aide him either with men oz money . But though he 
ſ@med to be diſcontent, her was neuertheleſſe inwardly 
glad that ſuch occaſion was p2offercd, in his 9wne behalfe 
torenengs and recover theloſſe hee had ſuſtained, and v 
der this colour, together with the bzokea Title har had to 
the Dukedome of Seuean, to inuade the whole Empire of 


Ruſs ia, 
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Ruſsia, andtokepe it fo2 himſelfe , which ſhoztly after hee 


in perſon did, as you ſhall heare . And thus was the Po- 
liſh Leager all this time remoued, 


CHAP. 11. 


Kneſeuanſuſce continues fiilFhis vſurped authoritie. Si- 
giſ mond King of Polemd deſcends into Ruſtia wich a n ar- 
my ofa hundred rhouſand men: he beſeegeth Smalenſce, 
and the great Citty of Aleſco. The Emperour Demelri- 
½ makes another attempt, but is driven backe into the 


Dukedome of { alogur. 


O ſtode Vanſuſce higher in ſtate and o⸗ 
pinion of the people than euer beſoze: 
— Now were there daily feaſtings and tri⸗ 
16) DN. {3 umphs in the Cifty, and all dedicated to 
| {ES - > —— — — made dat- 
in the publique to the people of e 

— ternall pꝛaiſe and immoꝛtall thankes to 
Vanſuſces greatneſſe , enen aboue the ſtraine of flafterie, 
attributing the ſafetie and paeſernation of their liues and 
godes to his wiſedome and pꝛouidente, together with the 
generall god of the whole Land, reduced by him from a 
manifeſt danger of vtterdeftruction , the benefit of whoſe 
peace ( ſay ther) and happy late next vnder God, wer 
derine from his Jmperiall Paieſtie in his naturall andpo⸗ 
litique body, the one ſo abſolate in bloud and qualitie, the 
other ſo excellent in State andCouncell, that as he giues 
place to no P2inceliaing foz Stile and Territozie, reachs 
ing krom theFiuer of lpre,, to the Caſpian Dea, in Fame 
and Gloziethep all give plate to him; and it is the vniuer⸗ 
ſall Joy ofthe wholo@mpire, that to a Pzince voluptuous 
and full of defects, as was Demetrius, thore hath ſuccee- 
ded a Pzines of ſuch high 223 — They alſo 
| gaue 
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gaue great pꝛaiſes and giftes to the French, Cnglith and 
Dcottilh foz rheir paines taken, and valonrs ſhewne , in 
their defence, ſtill retayning them in the Moſco foz their 
garriſon . But though the Citty was fo2 a time thus deli⸗ 
uered, and in quiet, the Poles that remained ffill in ths 
Countrcy , hauing taken many Caſtles , and ſtrengthe⸗ 
ned themſelues in many places, commit all manner of vas 
ſpeakeable cruelty and villany on the pawze people, who can 
call nothing they haue their owne , neither wines, chil- 
dzen,no2 codes, but are all made a pzoftituted pꝛep to the 
Poles luſt and rapine ; in their houſes, ſwo2d and fire de- 
ſtropeth them, in the wods, hunger and colde deuoureth 
them. Thus the pozeRuſsians in many parts ofthe coun- 
trep doe miſerably focle a2 endure, epther aliue 02 dead, the 
bondage ofthe Poles tyzanny, Yet theſe afflictions and 
calamities pzeſent , are but as aſufferable paine oz diſeaſe, 
inflicting one part az limbe, in reſpec of the vninerſatl 
miſchiefec following, that tozmented ant almoſt deſtroyed 
the whole bodie of the Empire. Foz by this time Si giſ- 
mond Ring of Poland raiſeth a mighty Army , compoun- 
ded ofmany Nations, as Tartars, Leiflanders; Coerlan. 
gcrs, together mith ſome Companies of Cnglith, Scottiſh 
and Dutch, and many numbers of Coſſakes, which bes 
people d;awne from all partes, following onely foz ſpople 
and pꝛey. | 

Vanſuſcehearing of theſs great pzeparations in Poland, 
fo:tifics the Moſco and other plates ofimpoztin the Ems 
pire , but eſpeolally the Citty of Smalenſco, whereof oue 
Knelacoba Noble man ot great power and vortns , was 
Duke and Gouernour, howbeit at that time, foꝛ ſome 
reaſons, he committed the gouernement and defence of 
that Citty to an other whoſe name J could not learne. 
Thus all things being in a readinefſe, both with the Pole 
foz inuaſton, and the Ruſian fozrefiance, Sigiſmond 
aduaunceth fozward with his Army, conſiſting of a hun⸗ 
dzed thouſand fighting men. This was about 92 
malle 
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maſſe in the yeare 1609. fo2 he ſtayed of purpoſe till their 
Yaruef was ended ſoz the reliefe of his Armie. Being 
deſcended into Ruſsia, he came with his whole fo:ces be⸗ 
ſoze the Citty of Smalenſco, one Chollcoſce a noble ſoul- 
dier that had done many honourable ſeruices againſt the 
Turke, being his Lientenant generall, 

Now had Vanſuſce (which J ſhould haue remembzed 
befoze) ſentto Ring Charles of Swerhland fog moze avde, 
who pꝛeſently diſpatched his Peſſengers to France, Eng- 
land, and the la we Countries foꝛ men. There were taken 
vp in England of Aoluntaries, Englich, and Scottiſh, two 
thouſand vnder the commaund of Captaine Caluine a 
Scottiſhman, lientenant Cozonel to my Lozb of Worm- 
ſton, and of Captaine Coborne a valiant Souldier Cozo⸗ 
nell ofthe hozſe - There were alſo ſent at that time out of 
France, and the low Countries, to the number of one 
thouſand moze, the French vnder the commaund of Mon- 
ſleur la Vile a Captaine ot name and wozth among them, 
the Dutch vnder the commannd of Cozonell Doue : the 
Englich and Scottiſh Fozces arriued in Swethland about 
the latter end of Pate, ſome in the Nulies, ſome at Stock- 
holland, and ſome in other places, as the vncertaintie of 
winde and weather dzaue them. But being all at length 
met at Stockhollam, entevtained, multercd, and ſwozns 
vnto King Charles, our Fozces, together with the French 
and Dutch, which by this time were all mette , Kaped 
there the moſt part of the Dummer, vatill the latter end 
of Auguſt, in which time the Bing had made his pꝛepara⸗ 
tions ready foz his Jntendments towardes Ruſsia . A- 
bout the beginning of September theſe Fo2ces twke ſhip⸗ 
ping foz Ruſnia, but by contrary windes were dꝛiuen bpon 
Fynland, where becauſe the Commaunders had no dire⸗ 
tions to land their men, the frot overtaking them, and 
vid ualls failing abozde, our people vnaccuſfomed to ſo 
coldraclimate, dyed in great numbers, fo want of fove, 
and abundance ofcolds , inſomuch ”_ being not able to 

2 in- 
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indu;ethe ertremitie , they land: d their Foꝛces by diredi⸗ 
ons rom the Gauernour of Abo, a towne ſcituate vppon 
the Sea: from thence to march to the Cittie of Wybor- 
rough, being diſtant from the place of landing thze& (cozo 
and tenne leagues , in which march they loſt by the extre- 
mity ok the colde, many of their men by the wap, and ma- 
ny were left behinde ſicke, that neuertheleſſe did after- 
ward reconer the Army. At the laſt being come to the Cit⸗ 
tie of Wyborrough in Fynnland, onr Troupes rele&ened 
theinfelnes. after this long weary march, and being kind- 
ly entertsinedokthe Bourgers, kept theit Chziſtmaſſe in 
the titie, and reſted there foz the ſpace of fe: tetene dayes, 
wanting no neccſaries that their pzeſent caſe required. 
Atter this time expired, our Troupes marched thee daies 
tauracy to the Dea five, that Sea being narrow in that 
plate, parting Fynland and Ruſsia : here they marched 
tight leagues vppon the Ice, and hauing once ſet ſot- 
ing in Ruſsia, the people of the Countrep being vnac⸗ 
quainted ot their comming , fozſoke theirhouſes , fleeing 
into the wods and other vnknowne places, foz the miſe- 
ric of the warre was ſo great by the outrages of the Souls 
diers , that they found cauſe to diſtruſt all, aſwel thoſe 
that came to defend them, as ſuch as came to deſtroy them. 
Pet our troupes committed no other ſpoile in their march, 
but onely in their pꝛouiſton foz victualls , which in all pla⸗ 
ces they found in abouudance, our Troupes marched in 
ſmalltournets the foure moneths following , Januarie, 
Febꝛuatie, March and Apzill, vnder the guide and conduct 
of one Burriſſe a oble man of the Countrep, appopnted 
by Vaofuſce faz that buſineſſe; in which march they kree⸗ 
ed thoſe:partes of the Countrep, which the Pole befoze 
was poſiefſed of, as the firf,a totone of impoꝛt called Stal- 
latuſſe, which the Pole foaſoke vppon their comming, and 
flee. But Monfieur la Vile following them with a few 
hozſe , cut them in peeces. They marched krom thence to 
a T.owae of nefence called Coſtaſco, which the —_ bad 
v2 ittle 
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alittle befozc beleagerd, but vpon an aCaalt made, hauing 
found an vnerpected reſiſtance . And hearing the appzoach 
of the ſtrangers, they fled beſoze our comming, 

By this time the Dunne in his delightſome pꝛogreſſe 
hauing paſſed the Cquinontiall , had turned the wearis 
wꝛackes of waſtefull winter, into thecharefall view of the 
Summers beauty, at which time, it being in the begins 
ning of Pate, our Troupes recoucrd a very pleaſant coun» 
try, where in great plenty they found all neceſſarics foz 
bozſs and man. After ſome few dayes march in this chants 
pian countrey our Troupes receiued intelligence where 
the Enemy lay, to the number ofſeauen ozeight thonſand, 
at a Towne called Arioua ſome foure ſcoze verts, which 
is thꝛer ſcoze Englich miles from them. This Arioua was 
a great Towne, ſcituate on the ſide of a hill, pleaſant to 
loke vppon, the great riuer of Vollga running th2ough it, 
and ag it were, cqually parting it in the middeſt, with a 
ſcrong and faire Calle in it; howbeit the Towne vnwal- 
led and vndefenſible, 

Our men hauing receiued true relation, both toncern⸗ 
ing the Towne, the Pole; ſtrength, the diſtance, and the 
beſt way that leadeth vnto it, they entered into councell, 
what beſt was to be done foz the ſurpztze of this Talone, 
and a non f1:1aaht of the Poles, and as alwapes in ſuch cas 
ſes of weight, there are diuerfitic of Judgements and O⸗ 
pinions, ſome giuing connceil one way, ſome another, the 
bꝛaueſt ſpirites ſtirred bp with honourable emulation of o⸗ 
thers fame and greatnes , 'pzeſſe fozward ſoꝛ emplopment. 
Co:onell Coborne being the firlt that deſired to hane the 
vndertaking ofthis buſineſſe withfiue hundꝛed hozie ; but 
his plot being diſliked , as being to full of danger, Mon - 
ſieur la Vile the French Cozonell vndertoke with foure 
bund2ed ho2ſe to doc ſome notable ſexuite o02other , as ocs 
taſton ſhould be pzoffered . Foz many times in ſuch doubt- 
full caſes, vnloked fo2 Accidents and vnplet ted attempts 
finds better oppoꝛtunitie and ov in pꝛeuapling bppen

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the ſudden, than pꝛemeditated and foze-decreed Countells. 
Thus hauing taken ſome of euety Troupe, Engliſh, Scot⸗ 
tiſh, and French, with the aide of thꝛee other Captaines, 
as Captaine Coimorre , a Moe, a very valiant Douldt- 
er, bꝛought vp in the warres of the Netherlands, the gs 
therCaptaine Crale an Engliſhman, and Captaine Cre- 
ton a Scottilhman , with this number offoure hundzed 
ho2ſe. La Vile earely in the moꝛning leauing the Armie in 
their quarters, marched towards Arioua, by the way they 
mette with a Conſkippe of the Enemy , being a hundzed 
hozſe vppon the ſkirt of a wod , it beeing ſent from the 
maine Armie in Arioua as a ſcowt- watch to diſcouer our 
CTroupes, foz they had Intelligence befoze of our being in 
the Countrep. Their Uancurriers haning eſpied our foz4 
tes, gaue the larum, aud pzeſently turned backe and fled, 
but our Troupe followed, flew ſome, fazced others to 
take the riner of Vollga, toke many pziſoners, the reſt 
fled, fy2ing the Countrey as they went, and bzought the 
newes of out appzoach to Arioua. La Vile with his traups 
held on his courſe , meeting with no other Decurrents by 
the way till her came to a little riuer , which they found ſ@ 
d&epe, and the current running ſo ſwift by reaſon of the 
late diſfoluing of the @nowe , that they knew not how to 
paſſe ouer. La Vile himſelfe p2offered to giue the attempt, 
but was ſtayed by others that loked into the daunger : a 
French Souldierof his Troupe, ſhewing moze courage 
than fozeſight, toke the riuer with his hozſe , and by the 
violence of the ®treame, were both dzowned. Vere they 
ſpent ſome time to ſeke out a fo2d, but found none: at 
laſt they eſpied a narrow place, where (pulling downe an 
olde houſe ſtanding hard by) with the rafters thereof they 
made a little bzidge , vppon which they paſſed on fote, 
ſwimming over with their hozſes in their hands. Thus 
they marched fozward till they came within fight of Ario- 
ua about the none time of the day. La Vile when he came 
within view of the Towne , and ſaw how if ſtode parted 


by 
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by the riuer of Vollga, might perceine afarre off on the os 
ther ſide of the Zowne , the Enemies colours diſplayed in 
great numbers , the ſodaineneſſe of the action bzed a ter- 
rour on both partes, the Poales verily beleuing that the 
maine Armte of our Fozces fo be at hand, and our troups 
ſuppoſing the Cnemies ſtrength to be as great on that ſine 
the riuer 48 on the other, though vndeſcried, howbeit they 
kept on their march towards the Towne , with reſolution 
to doe ſome notable ſeruice, epther by death oz vicozie: 
when they came within halfe a league of ths Zowne, they 
eſpted ſiue hundꝛed hozſes of the Enemie aduanced ag ainſt 
them, where on the ſodaine both ſides awhile fto2 in gaze 
one of an other: at laſt fourty of the Enemies hozſes were 
d:awne ſozth, with p2offer of a charge after the manner 
of a 1Bzauads, a twelue oz fixeteneof our hozſes gaue an 
onſet to anſwer them, ſlew ſome, and beat the reſt backe 
into their maine ſtrength , ſo that both partes againe ſtod 
in gaze one ol another. Dome doubted that it was the po» 
licie of the Pole tadzaw our Fozces nearer to the Towne, 
and ſo to encompaſſe them with their Armie on the other 
fide ofthe riuer. 

But La Vile, whoſe courage ouercane all feare,ſe&ing 
no third way to be taken, but cpther that night to die, oz 
to be Maiſters of the Towne, out of a bꝛaue and honouta⸗ 
ble minde, with a few woꝛds in Dutch, did after this mas 
ner encourage his Douldiers, Ma haue come (ſaith he) 
thus farre ( my lauing friends and followers) with par- 
poſe and reſolution to doe ſome ſpetiall ſeruice oz other , in 
the honour of our Countries, and pzofeſſien , foz aduaun⸗ 
ting the ſucceſſe of the maine action fo2 this Land againſt 
the Poles tp2anny in the behalte of the King of Swethen, 
Tyis place of Commaund which at this time J eniop with 
pour conſents, J wi'l ſtrine with all my power to diſ⸗ 
charge, as well foz your ſafeties and contentments , as 
mine owne henour and reputation , and though we be of 
ſenerall Nations, Languages, and Cuſtomes, we ars — 
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this bufincC2 tyed together in an indiſoluble band of lone 
and partnerthip , ether to line oz die together, the bell 
hope is, wer haue one God to defend vs all, whoſe onts 
firetched arme ouer-\wayeth all: let not then epther our 
owne weakeneſſe, oz our Enemies ſtrength affright vs, 
fo; beſides the atchiuements of Honour that pzicketh foz- 
wardererie wozthy minde, there is a neceflitie to put vs 
fozward, fo2 backe we cannot goe, without certaine diſs 
honour and deſtruction , all places being harried and ſpoi- 
led by the Pole, and no telisſe to be found : the riners al- 
ſo and the champian fields will giue them ad uantage with 
their numbers to homme vs in, and cut vs in petes: and 
if be not deteiued, they ſtand in moze doubt of vs, than 
week them, as J indge by the bncertaine waning of their 
colours on the other fide the riner, and it may be all their 
fearehath giuen them falſe Intelligence, that we are to 
reccine ſeconds from out maine Armie , which theo ſaps 
poſe to be at hand. From this feare of theirs ſpzingeth my 
hope, that in ſpight of the Poales Armie wer ſhall reſt in 
vonder Towne this night, and with that, crying out 
with a high vopce and ſpirite , Iheſus mer. ounce, which 
in Guglilhis, Jeſas be with vs, with a bzane courage they 
aduaunced fo:ward . Captapne Colmorre with the Ens 
glichmen gaue the charge, and wasſeconded by the French 
men. 

The Pole (ing the charge thus made with ſach reſolu⸗ 
tion, fearing (as it was afterward knowne) the appꝛoach 
ol our maine Armie , turned their backes, and fled. Not- 
withTanding they had a ſecond of fourc hund2ed hozſes 
m922 , out troupes followed with all (pede, New many 
with the ſwozd, the molt of them toke the riuer of Voll ga, 
thinking to recouer their maine Army , but the greateſt 
numbers of them were dzowned. Dur troupes thus ens 
tred the towne of Arioua without any ather refifance. and 
found thecaſtle abandoned, at which they maruelled, that 
aTowne and Caſtle of ſuch ſtreagth and impozt, hauing 
vight thouland men to defend it, ſhould be thus fozſaken. 

CHAP, 
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CHAD. 12. 

Vanſuſce ſends his forces to ioyne with the ſtrangers, to the 
number of thirty thouſand. Ponta de la Gard Generall 
of the firangers, attempts to ray ſe the Poles Leager from 
Smalenſco, but in a ſet battell is fought withall and oucr- 
throwne by the Pole, 


my, Rioua being thus taken in, our Troups res 
| SF fed there the dayes till our maine Armie 
VARY came vp, in which time the Pole ffayedin 
MAG the Towne on the other ſive the rivec.1Bnt 
YAY when they ſaw the appꝛoach of all our foz- 
ces, they haſtned their departure, and be⸗ 

cauſe they ſuppoſed the Jnhabitants had betrayed them, 
they ſet fire on that fideof the Towne in the dead of the 
night, onely to renenge ſuſpition, where after a moſt cru- 
ell and barbarous maner, they burned and flew, man, wo⸗ 
man, and child; a lamentable ſight it was, to beholvs the 
flams, and to hears the confuſed cries ofthe people, which 
was the maze miſerable, becauſe, as there was no pittie 
iu the Pole fo reſpect them, ſo there was no way in our 
Sroups fo rel@ue them, by reaſon of the riner, which foz 
want of boats theꝝ conld not paſſe. The Poles haning thus 
ſatiſfed their rage vpon the peze Ruſſian with blod x fire 
like incarnate dinells, withoutremozece, leauing this mi⸗ 
ferable people of all ſoztes and ſeres, from the impotentie 
of Age, to the innocence of Jnfants,burning in that earths 
hellofhozroz , they marched away with dꝛummes beat- 
ing, trumpots ſounding , colours diſplaying , as if they 
had effected ſome notabls atchieuement. Carly in the moz⸗ 
ning, La Vile perceining them marchingaway , hauing 
had the night befoze many boats bzought vp the river by 
the Ruſſe, carried his pzincipall Fozces ouer, and with all 
ſp&dz followed them. The firÞ night they ouertoke them 
tu their quarters, flew many * , toke many ol their 


coloncs,

colours , and fo2ced the reſt to flee, who fill burning and 
ſpopling the Country as they went, leftno reliefe to helpe 
our Fo;ces in the purſuite, ſo that in thꝛæ dayes, hauing 
cleteted all that part of the Tountrey , they retarned to A- 
rioua, where our Armie reſted ſome fouretene dayes: and 
as contraries are euer beſt knowne by their contraries, 
they ſound the ercellencie of teſt after their labour, and ot 
plenty aftertheic wants. Foz here they found all things 
in aboundance that in many places befaze they wanted. 
Not long after La Vile with Coſmer the Poze, and 
lieutenant Conisby a very reſolute DSonldier, toke in a 
Towne called Pogrilla, together with a frong @konce 
manned by the Pole, taking it vpon a ſur pzize in the night 
putting them all to the ſwozd onely the Gouerneur, and 
ſome few other reſerued, La Vile, within a while after, 
went to the Moſco , accompanied with many Dfficers,. 
Engliſh, Scottiſh, and French , where Vanſcuſce enters 
tained them with liberall gifts and rewards te euer one. 
Vere they met with Pontus de la Gard, and found a great 
power of the Ruſſians in a readineſle foz ſeruice. Sigiſmond 
lying all this while befoze Smalenſco, vnderſtanding of the 
free paſſages, that the ſtrangers had made thozow the 
Countrey euen to the Moſco. And hauing recetued fur- 
ther Intelligente, that their Fo2ces were ready to iopne 
with reſolution to attempt to raiſe the Loager from befoze 
Smalenſco , ſent vppon the ſodaine Chollcoſce his lieute⸗ 
nant generall with fiftene thoaſand Launſiers, and thirtis 
thouſand Coflakes fo fake a Dkonee of great impoꝛt cal- 
led Gregory, that lieth in the common paſſage between tivo 
great woods from Moſco to Smalenſco. This ®konce bes 
ing thus ſtrongly beleagered on all des, Vaaſuſce raiſeth 
bis Armie from the Moſco, tonſtituting his bzother De- 
metrius their Generall, whs topning with the ſtrangers 
Fozces, of whom Pontus la Gard had the commaund,theyp 
march towards the SkonceofGregory, the whole Armis 
conſiſting of foztie thouſand. Being come within tis daies 
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march of the Skonce, the Enemy haning gotten intelli⸗ 
gente byſome of our ſugitines , ofthe appꝛoach of this Ar» 
mie, their numbers and purpoſes, which was to ſurp2izs 
them inthe night vppon a nonſlaught . Cholcoſce to pzes 
nent their pzoie& the night befoze , d;zalves out ofhis Lea- 

ger thꝛe thouſand and ſtue hundzed Laanſters, being No+ 

ble men and Gentle men of the beſt rancke and reſoluticn, 
that came with the King ont of Poland, together with ſe⸗ 
uen thouſand Tofſakes, and with this number, bauing 
nine thouſand Launſiers moze foz a ſecond, cloſely in the 
night they marched; and earely in the mozning , which 
was Pidſamimer dap, they ſell ſodainely vpou our quar⸗ 
ters. Our men truſting that the Muſcouite, who knew 
the Countrey, would by the Dcowt-watches haue giuen 
the larum of any ſodaine appzoach . But the Ruſle not da⸗ 
ring to ſtirre out of their quarters, was the cauſe of our 
bnhappy defeature, and theirowne vtter ouerth;zow, ſo; 
ous men being thus put inks amazement by the laruni gis 
nen. Pontus de la Gard did accozding to the ſhoztneſfle of 
the time, and the weight of the danger)diſpoſe in this man- 
ner of his Fo:ces , the bangard he gaue to Edward Horne 
a full Souldier and a bzane Commannder with his Regi- 
ment of Fynlanders, who were the firſt that Node the 
Poles charge. But being ouercharged by the Poles num⸗ 
ber of Launſiers, they fied, (carſe abiding the charge. Cos 
rogell Coborne commaunding the Engliſh hoꝛſe, aduaun⸗ 
ted fozward with his Troupes , to anſwer the Pole. The 
French and Dutch did the like. But Cholcoſce finding 
them weakely armd and hozſed , being alſo encouraged be⸗ 
fo:e with the ouerthzow of the Fynlanders , with cozage 
and reſolu tian followed the trac of his foztune; and in 
ſhozt time onerth;ew the whole Fozces of the ſtrangers 
bozſe, but with the death of many of his owne L1unſiers, 
The whale Army of the Ruſſe ſeeing the foztune ot our foz⸗ 
ces, being themſelues out of danger, fled, without ſtroke 
iking'- The companies of aur * » (cing the — 
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of the dap, did barrocado themſelues with Cartes and 
Maggons, With reſolation to fight it out to the laſt man, 
o2 to take ſome honozable compoſition. Which Cholcoſce 
perceiuing, and doubting ſome farther ſtratagem, his re- 
turne alſo backe to the konte of Gregory being of mo- 
ment, ſatiſfying himſelfe at that time with the glozie of 
this day, made a tender of theſs pꝛoffers following, that 
ik they would giue oner their frength, they ould be at li- 
bertie , epther to ſerue the Ewperour, oz the King of Pole 
with the ſame pay they had: if they would returne fo the 
King of Swerhland, they ſhould haue leaue, if into they; 
owne Countries, they ſhould haue licence, and helpe ta 
paſſe thzough the Poles Country, with the Kings fanonr. 
Lheſe p:offers were accepted, and they haning pelded, 
did ſeuerally diſpoſe of themſelues, ſome backe to the Em⸗ 
perour, fome to theKing of Swethen, the moſt of them to 
the Pole, many home into their Countries . Thus was 
this great Armie bnhappily diſpereed, that neuer met to- 
: ether againe. Pontus de la Gard, Edward Horne, La 
Vile, Collayne, and Coborne, with a few Dfficers, and 
dome Douldiers, to the number of fiue hundzed, retumed 
backe to the King of Swethen. 


CH AP. I 7s 
The Emperor Demetrius returnes from Colloge with a hun- 
dred thouſand men and beleagers Meſcoon the one fide 
of thetowne , Cholceſce on the other. Yanſuſce is taken 
priſoner,and ſent into Poland, Demetrius flees againe to 
Colloge, and is at laſt miſerably ſlayne by a T artare. 


Anſuſce hearing of the ouerth2ow of his 
Army, was much troubled in his minde, 
eſpecially fo2 the defeature of the trans 
gers, vpn whom he pzincipally truſted: 
. he now faw, that the hand of God was 
N againd him in dangers (nevitable,which 
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by humane reaſon and iudgement, he conld not auepde, he 
feared Demetrius on the one fide, that had dꝛawne tege⸗ 
ther in Colloge a hundzed thanſand men, with purpoſe to 
beſiege the Moſco gn the other ſide. Ye knew the Poales 
fo:ces befoze Smalenſco, and that they were Till re-info2- 
ted with new ſupplies: her feared Gregory could not hola 
out that Skonce, bearing his name which Cholcoſce had 
beleagerd , but that he would yelde it vp vppon any com⸗ 
poſition , as indede he did . Ye knew then that there was 
ns barre noz hawlt fog the Poales Armie to march from 
Smalenſco, to the City of Moſco. To theincreaſe of theſs 
feares her ſawe the citty empty ofbicualles, and other pꝛo⸗ 
niſion foz the warres. But that which moſt troubled him, 
he found his reputation much lefſene?.in the opinion of the 
Muſcouite. While V anſuſce ſtode thus exerciſed and pers 
plered with theſe feares , ſapling betwirt Scilla and Cha- 
ribdis , in doubt which way to take the Emperour Deme- 
ttius, layes hold of the occaſion , and once moze attempts 
with this new raiſed power to recouer his Empire, hee 
therefa2e with all ſped aduanceth fozward with this great 
Army, conſiſting of a hundzed thouſand men, that in thoſe 
tumultusus times, either fa; his loue, oz their awne ſafe- 
ties had fled vnto him, there were alſo ten thouſand Poles 
in his Army that had followedhim in his laſt flight from 
the Moſco. Yehaning thus once moꝛe like an Emperonr 
the commaunding of ſuch an Armie , which neuertheleſle 
was mo2e feareſall fo2 their numbers then in their armes 
and courage , came befoze theCitty, foztifying his camp, 
and planting his Oꝛdonante, which ſone beganne to bat- 
fer. Sigiſmond Bing of Poland hauing intelligente hereof 
takes his aduantage in this diaiſian and ſends Cholcoſce 
his lieutenant generall, hauing lately taken in the (o2t of 
Gregory with fozty thouſand men to beleager the other 
fide of Moſco, there were alſo fiftene hundzed rangers 
in his army, Engliſh, Scottiſh, and French, that had put 
D 3 them- 
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themſelues into the King of Poles ſernice after their defeas 
ture on Midſammerday. Now was this great citty inui⸗ 
roned on all ſides, with huge numbers of men of warre, and 
in ſhozt time bzonxht to ſo great miſeryin the height ofall 
ertreame , thatif a man could imagine in ſuch a caſe the 
wont of calamity , fach was the wzetched foztune of this 
citty,wherein nothing but hozroz and deſpaire was found, 
the canon rozing without, women t childzen crying within, 
the noiſe of dꝛums, trumpets, hozſes, harquebuſes. and the 
helplefſe grones of dying men, made it on earth a hell to the 
miſerable Muſcouice, Famine alſs at length ſo pincht them 
that they found theſe wiſchiefes to be bnſufferable. Now 
was Vanſuſce without heart oz hope , fearing daily to bee 
betrayed by his owne friends, if we may call if treaſon, to 
betray atraitoz, and his feares pꝛoued true, foz many no⸗ 
bie men that were about him, loking into the pzeſent 
times condition, and redncing to their mindes the nature 
ot the times paſt, they found Vanſuſce fo be both the ozigt- 
nall and efficient cauſe of all theſe miſeries , and that God 
had thus plagued them with the plagues of men,foz ſuffers 
ing an vſurper to raigne oner them, ſo that at laſt vpon ad⸗ 
nice taken, they toke Vanſuſce pꝛiloner ſifting in councell 
among them, with ſappoſe, by deliuering him captiue, to 
make their peace with Cholcoſce, O had the vnkinde and 
bnſfable Muſcouite deliuered this vſurper vnto their laws 
fall Emperour Demetrius that lay on the other ſide the ci⸗ 
tie, and had bꝛought him in with their ſubmiſſion and ac⸗ 
knowlegement of alegeance, they might haue had the hand 
at God to haue fought foz them, and haply in ſhozt time re⸗ 
conered their fozmer peace and gloꝛie. But they doubting 
his weakeneſſe, and fearing the ſfrength ofthe Poles , des 
tiered vp thetr pꝛiſoner, together with the Citfy into the 
power of Cholcoſce,ts be kept foʒ the king of Pole. Which 
in this maner was effected. 


It was agreed vpon betwerne Cholcoſce and the De, 
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of Ruſſia, that he ſhould haue delivered into his hands, 
the Citty and the Caſtle to be held with a garriſon fo; Si- 
giſmond King of Poland, vato whom they pꝛoſfered at⸗ 
knowledgement ofhamage and fealtie, conditionally, that 
Cholcoſce with his Armie ſhauls pzeſently remone the 
Leager of the Emperaur Demetrius gn the other ſive the 
rinex . Theſe p2offers were accepted of Cholcoſce, toge⸗ 
ther with the condition, conditionally that they ſhould deli- 
ner ſufficient hoſtages into his hands ſa2 the ſafegard of 
himſelfe and his Army, which was graunted, and a mas 
ny of the Nobilifie choſen out as the great Patriarch of 
Moſco, Knelacob Duke ot Smalenſco, and others of great 
power, who being deliuered to the Cholcoſce, ſent them 
all as pledges to the King of Pole. Thus Cholcoſce ha⸗ 
ning taken poſleſſion of the Citty marcheth thzough to 
fight with Demetrius, and in ſhozt time ouerthzew him, 
who fling againe to Colloge, found himſelfe there alſo as 
bandoue d of all his friends. Thus this vnhappy Pzinee, 
lleeing from place to place, finding no place foz ſafetie, was 
afterward (as J haue heardit repozted ) miſerably ſlaine 
by a Tartar, 

Thus Cholceſce returning backe to the Titty in trium⸗ 
phant maner, was ſolemnely intertained of the Muſcouite, 
who pꝛeſentes him alſo with many great gifts. Ye haning 
ſtayed a while in the Cittie, and planted a garriſon of eight 
thouſand Poles in the Caſtle, returned to Smalenſco with 
his pziſfoner Vanſuſce and deliuered him to his maiffer the 
Ring of Pole, whonotlongafterſent him into Poland, fs 
be kept p2iſoner at the Caſtle of Waringborrough , whers 
he pet lines a miſerable capttne. 

Sigiſmond the ycare following takes in Smalenſco by- 
on aſſanlt, and refurnes into Poland, diſpoſing the moſt 
part ot᷑ his Axmie into garriſensin Ruſſig. But the Muſco- 
uite in ſhozt time atter rebelled, and haning dzawne the 
Tartare as their Aſſiftants , after a long and _ 
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ſault, they at the laſt reconered the Cittis and Caffle of 
Moſco, putting all the Poles to the ſwoꝛd. Thus was the 
Colloge agains fried, but not ſecured from the tyzanny of 
the Poales, who ares ſtill poſſefſo2s of a great part of that 
Countrey, ſometimes lofing in one place, oftentimes
